An Act for the encouragement of learning ih the 
Territories subject to the Government of the 
East India Company, by defining and providing 
for the enforcement of the right called Copyright 
therein. 

Whereas doubts may exist whether the right 
called Copyright can be enforced by the Common 
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Law of England in those parts of the Territories 
subject to the Government of the East India 
Company into which ‘the Common Law of Eng- 
land hag been introduced : 


And whereas doubts may exist whether the 
said right can be enforced by virtue of the prin- 
ciples of equity and good conscienct in the other 
parts of the Territories subject to the Govern- 
ment of the East India Company : 


And whereas for the encouragement of learning 
it is desirable that the existence of the said right 
should be placed beyond doubt, and that the said 
right should be made capable of casy enforcement 
in every part of the said Territories : 


And whereas it is doubtful whether the Act of 
Parliament 5 and 6, Victoria, C. 45, entitled * an 
Act to amend the Law of Copyright,’ although 
such Act extend to every part of the Britieh Do- 
minions, has made appropriate and sufficient pro- 
vision for the enforcement in every part of the 
said Territories subject to the Government of the 
East India Company of the said right by proprie- 
tors thereof: and whether the said Act of Parlia- 
ment has made provision for the enforcement of 
the said right by or against any persons not being 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Courts establish- 
ed by Ifer Majesty's Charter : 


I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that the 
Copyright in every book published in the life-time 
of its author within the said Territories after the 
passing of the Act of Parliament 3and 4,Wm.4, 
C. 85, entitled “ an Act for effecting an arrange- . 
ment with the East India Company and for the 
better government of His Majesty’s Indian Terri- 
tories till the 30th day of April, 1854,” shall en- 
dure for the natural life of such author, and for 
the further term of seven years commencing at 
the time of his death and shall be the property of 
such author and his assigns: Provided always, 
that if the said term of seven ycarg shall expire 
before the end of forty-two years from the pub- 
lication of such book, the Copyright shall in that 
case endure for such period of forty-two years ; 
and that the Copyright in every book published

An Act for the imnrovement of the Administratian 
of Justice and despatch of Business in the Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Bombay. 


J. It is hereby enacteg, that from and after thé 
passing of thie Act, if shall be lawful for any one 
of the Judges of tfe Supreme Court of Judicature 
at Bombay when occasion shall so require to sit 
apart from the other Judges or Judge, as the case 
may be, of the same Court for the despitch of the 
Criminal Business of the said Court, ut the same 
atime when the other Judges or Judge, as the case 
may he, of the said Court shall be sitting for the 
despatch of Business in the said Supreme Court, 
and that all Proceedings whatever so had by and 
before such Judge, so sitting apart for the purpose 
aforesaid, shall be good, valid and effectual in the 
Law to all intents and purposes as fully as if the 
said Proceedings were had before all the Judges of 
the said Court sitting as a Court of Oyer and 
Terminer and Gaol Delivery under the Charter of 
the said Court.

The Right*Hon’ble the Governor General of India in Council is pleased to direct that the provi- 
sions of Her Majesty’s Warrant, and the Orders of the Hon’ble the Court of Directors, as published in 
Government General Orders No. 35, of the 23d January 1846, for the distribution of ‘the Prize Pro- 
perty taken in Scinde, be carried into effect under the directions of the General Prize Committee at the 
Presidency as respects the claims of Officers and Men belonging to the Bengal Establishment; the claims 


of the Madras and Bombay Troops being adjusted at those Presidencies as heretofore. 


2: All European Commissioned and Warrant Officers will draw their shares on separgte bills, in 

duplicate, and forward them to the Military Auditor General who, as a Member of the General Prize 
e 

Committee, will pass them for payment, after deducting the six months’ Donation Batta received by the 


Officers and Men present at the battles of Meanee and Hyderabad. 


3. The shares due to European Non-Commissioned Officers and Men, now present with the 
Corps in which they served at Scinde, will be drawn by Officers Commanding Troops and Companies 
and the Abstracts (which are to be drawn on Foolscap paper and in duplicate) are to be forwarded to 
the Office of the Military Auditor General for audit, as above directed, accompanied by a Roll of the 
Individuals drawn for; when the Abstracts shall have been discharged and the parties paid, Command- 

"yng Officers of Corps will be careful that the prescribed Acquittance Rolls are duly forwarded for deposit 
to the Office of the Military Auditor General. 


4. All persons who have been discharged or removed from the Corps in which they served, and all 
representatives of deceased persons will lay their claims before the proper Station Prize Committees, 
who will forward their Report on the several claims agreeably to Forms A. and B. accompanied by a 
Bill, in duplicate, for the amount, on audit and discharge of which the necessary Acquittance Bolls will 


be furnished by Committees respectively, and forwarded as directed in the preceding paragraph. 


5. After the lapse of 12 months from the commencement of the distribution, the General Prize 
Committee will forward to the Secretary to Government, in the Military Department, a Return of the 
European Officers and Men who are entitled to share, but who from having died or left India before the 
distribution commenced may not have received their shares. When the Return shall have been pre- 
pared and transmitted, no payments must be’made in India on account of the shares therein specified. 
A Return of the European part of the Force, shewing how the different shares have been paid, must 
also be forwarded,

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advieable to 

ublish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express 1 dispatched aa usual 
a number of Overldhd Letters, not especially 
marked, becayse, had ] not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time hasyelapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding (wo tolas tn weight, because such letters 
cauieute so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the cage oh the arrival of the fast 
Mail,) for tranamission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta,

in Bombay ‘to go by Express) will, ‘in fature, Be 


forwarded by the Government Express, Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have ae many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot ‘be so forwarded, it is-uselese to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 8 ¢o/us, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

The following Act is brought up before the 
Legislative Council this-day, The Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Council being desirous that no 
time should be lost in passing the Act, 


Resolved—That the Rules requiring that all 
Acts of the Governor General of India in Council 
shall be brought up for second reading in two 
months or in three months from the date of the 
first reading be suspended in respect to the follow- 
ing proposed Act, and that it be at once passed 
into Law. 


ACT No. XIX. OF 1847. 


An Act to make certuin Amendmen/s in the Arti- 
cles of War for the Guvernment of the Native Officers 
and Soldiers ta the Military Service of the East 


Indin Company. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to make certain 
Amendments in the Articles of War provided by 
Act XX. of 1845, for the Government of the 
Native Officers and Soldiera in the Military Ser- 
vice of the Kast India Company, and for the Ad- 
ministration of Justice by Courta Martial to be 
holden on such Officers and Soldiers : . 


1. Itis therefore hereby enacted, that from and 
after the First day of March 1848, the Articles of 
War provided by Act XX. of 1845, are repealed. 


II. And it is enacted, that thesfollowing Arti- 
cles of War shall from and after‘the said day be 
the Articles of War for the Government of the 
said Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military 
Service of the said Company, and for the Admi- 
nistration of Justice by Courts Martial to be holden 
on such Officers and Soldiers. Provided always 
that all crimes and offences committed against the 
Articles of War provided by Act XX. of 1845 
aforesaid may he inquired of and punished in like 
manner as if they had been committed against the 
Articles of War hereby provided ; and that every 
Warrant for holding any Court Martial under the 
Articles of War provided by the Act XX. of 1845 
aforesaid shall remain in full force notwithstanding 
the repeal of such Articles; and that all proceed- 
ings of any Court Martial upon any trial begun 
under such Articles, shall not be discontinued by 
the repeal of the same.

SECTION J. 





Of [nlisting and Discharges. 


ARTICLE 1. 


Kivery Recruit, prior to being enrolled in his 
Regiment, shall have the Firet Four Articles of 
the Seeond Section of these Articles of War read 
aud explained to him, and when reported fit for 
dit ‘if the ranks, such Declaration as is now used, 
if @py, in the respective Presidencies, shall be 
nade to him by the Officer Commanding, in front 
of the Regiment or Corps, in presence of the 
Native Officers and Soldiers, and an oath or decla- 
ration shall then be required from him, according 
to the forms of his religion, such oath and decla- 
ration to ba the like as are now used in the res- 


pective ncies. 
* ARTICLE 2, 
No Commissioned Officer shall be dismissed 


except by the Sentence of a General Court Mar- 
tial. No Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier 
shall be discharged as a punishmen: except by the 
Sentence of a Court Martial, or by order of the 
Commander in Chief at the Presidency to which 
he may belong. Every such dismissal or discharge 
shall include forfeiture of all claim to pension. 
Provided also, that the Governor General in 
Council in his executive capacity, and the Gover- 
nor in Council of any Presidency to which a Com- 
m'ssioned or Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier 
may belong, shall have power to order his dis- 
missal ur discharge. 


ARTICLE 3. 


All Non-Cogimissioned Officers and Soldiers 
discharged the Service, shall be furnished by the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment with a 
Discharge Certificate, made out in the Vernacular 
Language of the individual discharged, with an 
English Translation, expressing the authority for, 
and cause of, such discharge, and the period of 
his entire Service in the Army. 


* ARTICLE 4. 


No Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier shall 
enlist himself in any other Regiment without a 
regular discharge from his former Regiment, under 
the penalty of heing reputed a Deserter, and suf- 
fering accordingly.

ARTICLE 66. 


Any person using menacing or disrespectful 
words, signs, or gestures, in the presence of a 
Court Martial then sitting, or causing any disorder 
or riot so as to disturb their proceedings; 


Shall be punished according to the condition of 
the offender and the nature and degree of his 
offence, by the Sentence of the same or another 
Court Martial, if he be amenable to these Articles 
of War; provided that such offender shall not be 
liable to be sentenced to Corporal Punishment or 
to Imprisonment with hard labour; and if not 
amenable to these Articles of War, the offender 
shall be delivered over to a Magistrate to be 
proceeded against according to law.

Shall be Dismissed the Service, and shall be 
further subject to Fine to the amount of his arrears 
of Pay and Allowances, or to Imprisonment which 
may extend to three years;—according to the 
Sentence of a General, or District, or Garrison 
Court Martial. 





Crimes admitting of less serious notice. 
ARTICLE 68. 


Whereas it may be advisable that some of the 
offences which by the foregoing Articles are directed 
to be tried by a General, or District, or Garrison 
Court Martial, should, in certain cases which 
admit of less serious notice, be tried by District, 
or Garrison, or Regimental Courts Martial—in 
such cases the Officer Commanding the Regiment 
or Corps to which the offender belongs may, if he 
thinks it expedient and for the good of the Service, 
order the offender to be tried by Regimental 
Court Martial, for any offence ordinarily cogniza- 
ble by District, or Garrison Court Martial ; making 
however a report in every auch case, for the infor. 
mation of the General Officer Commanding the 
Division, of the reasons of his having so proceeded; 
or such Commanding Officer may lay a particular 
statement of the case before the General or other 
Officer having authority to convene General, or 
District, or Garrison Courts Martial, under whose 
command such offender may be serving, with an 
application for permission to try the offender by 
District, or Garfison, or Regimental Court Mare 
tial; and such General or other Officer will exer- 
cise his discretion in complying or not with such 
application; bus the permission of such General 
or other Officer so to proceed, shall be entered 
upon the proceedings at the trial of such offender. 


Provided that Mutiny shall not be considered 
one of the offences admitting of such discretionary 
investigation, 

And that in cases where offences designated 
6 Disgraceful Conduct” in these Articles of War, 
and admitting of less serious notice, shall be tried 
by Regimental Courts Martial, the term “ Dis- 
graceful Conduct” shall be omitted in the Charge; 
and the offender shall on conviction be liable to 


suffer such punishment as a Regimental Court 

Martial is by these Articles of War empowered to 

award. 

Offences on the Line of March or on board Vessels. 
ARTICLE 69. 

For offences committed on the Line of March, 
or on board any Ship or other Vessel, the Officer 
in Command of the ‘I'roops is hereby authorized to 
try any Soldier by a Regimental, or Detachment 
Court Martial, and to confirm and execute the 
Sentence on the spot ; 

Provided that such Sentence shall in no case 
exceed that which a Regimental Court Martial is 


competent to award ;—and that the proceedings 
held inall such cases shall be transmitted for the 


information of the Commander tn Chief. 


SECTION III. 





Administration of Justice. 
ArtIcLE 70. 


Whenever any Officer or Soldier shall commit 
a crime deserving punishment by Court Martial, 
he shall, by ns Commanding Officer, be put under 
arrest, if an Officer or Non-Commissioned Officer ; 
or if a Soldier, be confined; until he shall be 
either tried by a Court Martial, or shall be lawfully 
discharged by a proper authority; and no Officer 
or Soldier who shall be put in such arrest or 
confinement shall contuue in his confinement 


Jonger than may be actually unavoidable. 


And such process of arrest or confinement, or 
an attempt to effect such process, shall in no 
case be omitted where it may be practicable ;—but 
where resistance may be made, or from other 
circumstances such process may be impracticable, 
the offender or offenders shall be liable to trial 
and punishment at any subsequent period, within 
the limitations provided in these Articles of War. 


ARTICLE 71. 


No person shall be liable to be tried or punish- 
ed for any offence agaist these Articles, which 
shall appear to have been committed more than 
three years previous *to the order directing the 
assembly of the Court Martial whereby he is to 
be tried, unless the person accused, by reason of 
his absenting himself, or some other manifest 
impediment, shall not have been amenable to 
justice within that period; in which case such 
person shall be lable to be tried, at any time not 
exceeding éwo yeurs after the impediment shall 
have ceased. 

ARTICLE 72. 


Any person amenable to these Articles of War, 
who may commit any offence against the same, 
may be tried and punished for sueh offence in any 
place within the British Territories, or elsewhere, 
where he may have come after the commiasion of 
the offence, in the same manner,as if the offence 
had been committed where such trial shall take 
place. 

ARTICLE 73. 


The Commander in Chief at the Presidencies 
of Fort William, Fort Saint George, and Bombay 
respectively for the time being, may appoint 
General or other Courts Martial, and coufirm, 
and mitigate or commute, or remit (he Sentences 
of such Courts; and may issue his Warrant to 
any General or other Officer having the Command 
of a Body of Troops in the service of Her Majesty, 
or of the Kast India Company, empowering such 


Officer to appoint General, or District, or Garri- 
son Courts Martial as occasion may require, for 
the trial of offences committed by any of the 
Officers, or Soldiers, or Followera in the service 
of the said Company, being Natives of the East 
Indies, or of other places within the limits of the 
said Company’s Charter, and to confirm, and miti- 
gate or commute, or remit the sentences of such 
Courts Martial. 
ARTICLE 74, 


A General Court Martial shall not consist of 
less than ‘hirteen Commissioned Officers, unless it 
be held out of the East India Company’s ‘Territo- 
ries, where such Court Martial may consist of 
seven Commissioned Officers, if a greater number 
cannot be conveniently assembled. And no sen- 
tence of a General Court Martial shall be put in 
executiou until after a report shall have been made 
of the whole proceedings to the Commander in 
Chief, or to some other person duly authorized to 
confirm the same, and until his directions shall 
have been signified thereupon. : 





Powers of a General Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 75. 


A General Court Martial may sentence any 
Officer or Soldier to Death or Transportation, for 
any crimes which are by these Articles of War 
expressly made liable to sentence of Death or 
Transportation, and for such crimes only. 


And when a Commissioned Officer shall be 
convicted of any offence, of which the punishment 
is not defined in these Articles of War, or is left 
discretionary, a General Court Martial may adjudge 
such Officer to be Dismissed the service ;—or to 
be Suspended from Rank and Pay and Allowances, 
for a stated period ;—or to be Placed lower on the 
list of his rank, by an alteration of the date of his 
Commission, thereby losing the corresponding 
benefit of length of service; and the Court shall 
in every such sentence specify the extent or degree 
of Suspension or Reduction, which they shall so 
adjudge ;—or the Court may sentence such Officer 
to be Keprimanded in such manner as the Come 
mander in Chief may direct. 


And a General Court Martial may sentence 
any Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reduced to 
the ranks;—or may sentence any Non-Com- 
missioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed the 
service ;—or to be Placed lower in the list of the 
rank which he holds (which shall not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing,) or may sentence any Soldier 
to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceeding 
Jifty lashes ;—or Imprisonment wifi: or without 
hard labour not exceeding two years ;—and to be 
kept in solitary confinement for any portion or 
portions of such Imprisonment, not exceeding 
twenty-eight days at a time, Nor eighty-four days 
in any one year, with intervals between the periods 
of solitary confinement, of not less duration than 
such periods of solitary confinement. Provided that 
no Soldier shall be kept in solitary confinement 
more than eighty-four days in any one year, whether 
by the sentence of one or more Courts Martial, 
or by order of his Commanding Officer. 


And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
either to Corporal Punishment, or to Imprison- 
ment, as aforesaid, sentence a Soldier to Forfeiture 
of all advantage as to additional Pay and to Pen- 
sion on discharge, which might have’ otherwise 
accrued from the length or nature of bis. former 
service; or to Forfeiture of such advantage abso-

lutely, whether it might have accrued from past 
service, or might accrue from future service, 
according to the nature of the case, for disgraceful 
conduct. 

And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
to the punishment of Dismissal, sentence any 
Officer or Soldier to forfeit his arrears of Pay and 
Allowances due at the time of his discharge, or 
such proportion thereof as may be required, to 
make good any loss or damage arising out of his 
misconduct ;—And, in addition to any punishment 
not involving Dismissal from the service, may 
sentence any Officer or Soldier to be put under 
Stoppages not exceeding two-thirds of his Pay 
and Allowances in the case of an Officer, and not 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances in the 
case of a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier, 
until the amount of such loss or damage be made 
good. °

Confirmation and Commutation of Sentence by the 
Commander in Chief. 


ARTICLE 76. 


In cases wherein a Sentence of Death shall 
have been awarded by a General Court Martial, 
for any offence against discipline for which sentence 
of Death is awardable under these Articles of 
War, the Commander in Chief may confirm such 
Sentence and cause it to be carried into effect, or 
may, instead of causing such Seutence to be carri- 
ed into effect, order the offender, if an Officer, to 
be Transported for life, or to be Imprisoned for 
any term of years, or to be Dismissed; and, if a 
Soldier, to be ‘Transported for life, or to be Impri- 
soned with or without Hard Labour either for 
life, or for a certain term of years, and with or 
without solitary confinement, (to be regulated as 
aforesaid,) as to the Commander in Chief may 
seem meet. 


In cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
Transportation, the Commander in Chief may in 
lieu thereof order the offender to be imprisoned 
for any term of years, or to be Dismissed. And 
in cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
be Dismissed from the service, the Commander in 
Chief may, in lieu of such Punishment, direct, 
that the offender be Suspended from Rank and 
Pay and Allowances for a certain period, to be 
distinctly specified by the Commander in Chief, 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of 7'ransportation passed on a Soldier, to 
Imprisonment with or w&hout Hard Labour, and* 
with or without Solitary Confinement (to be 
reguiated as afofesaid); and such Imprisonment 
may be either for the same period for which 
Transportation shall have been awarded, or for 
any lesser period. 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
"Sentence of Corporal Punishment to Dismissal 
from the service; or, in the case of a Non- 
Commissioned Officer may mitigate such Sen- 
tence to Redtction to the ranks; or in the case of 
a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier may com- 
mute such Sentence to Imprisonment without 
Hard Labour, and with or without Solitary Con- 
finement (to be regulated as: aforesaid,) for any 
period not exceeding two years. 


In cases of Non-Commissioned Officers Sen- 
tenced to be Dismissed from the service, the 
Commander in Chief may, in lieu of such punish- 
ment, direct that the offender be Reduced to the 


ranks, or placed lower in the list of the rank 
which he holds; (which shall not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing.) 


And in cases of offenders Sentenced to Impri- 
sonment with Hurd Labour, the Commander in 
Chief may mitigate such Sentence by causing the 
offender to be Reduced to the ranks, in the case 
of a Non-Commissioned Officer ; or in the case of 
a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier by diract- 
ing that he be Dismissed from the service . or 
suffer Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement, (tp be regu- 
lated as aforesaid,) for any period not exceeding 
that for which be shall have been Sentenced to 
such Imprisonment with Hard Labour. 


ARTICLE 77. 


A District, or Garrison Court Martial shall 
consist of not less than Sever Commissioned Offi- 
cere, except in situations where that number 
cannot be conveniently assembled, when such 
Court may consist of not less than Five Commis- 
sioned Officers. And such District, or Garrison 
Court Martial may be composed of Officers of the 
sane Regiment, and shall be assembled in confor- 
mity with the orders of the Commander in Chief. 

And the Sentence of a District, or Garrison 
Court Martial shall be confirmed by the Com- 
mander in Chief, or by some Officer duly autho- 
rized to confirm the same. 





Commutation of Sentence. 


And the Commander im Chief is empowered to 
remit, or mitigate, or commute the Sentences of 
such Courts Martial, in the same manner as the 
Sentences of General Courts Martial; and to 
delegate to or withhold from Commanding Officers 
the power of convening such Courts Martial, and 
of confirming, remitting, mitigating, or commut- 
ing the Sentences of such Courts (not including 


forfeiture of pay or pension or other advantage), as 


the Commander in Chief may deem to be most 
expedient. 


And in case of any Sentence, including for- 
feiture of additional Pay or of Pension on Dis- 
charge, or of any prospective advantage, such 
Sentence shall not be carried into effect until 
confirmed by the Commander in Chief; and _ all 
forfeitures of any present or prospective advantage 
shall be restorable by the same authority. 





Powers of a District or Garrison Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 78. 


A District or Garrison Court Martial may Sen- 
tence any Non-Commissioned Officer to be RKe- 
duced to the ranks,g—or may Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed 
from the Service ; or to be placed lower in the list 
of the rank which he holds (which shall not involve 
any forfeiture of sctvice or other advantage, ex- 
cept that of standing;) or may Sentence any 
Soldier to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceed- 
ing fifty /ushes ; or Imprisonment with or without 
Hard Labour not exceeding one year, and to be 
kept in Solitary Confinement (to be regulated as 
aforesaid. ) 

And such Court Martial may, in addition either 
to Corporal Punishment or to Imprisonment as 
aforesaid, Sentence a Soldier to forfeiture of all 
advantage as to additional Pay, and to Pension on 
Discharge, which might have otherwise accrued 


from the length or nature of his former service, or 
to forfeiture of such advantage absolutely, whe- 
ther it might have accrued from past service, or 
might accrue from future service, according to the 
nature of the case, for disgraceful conduct. 


And such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time of 
his discharge, or such proportion thereof as may 
be required to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his migeonduet ; and in addition to 
avy punishment not involving Dismiseal from the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages not 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 


ARTICLE 79. 


A Re®imental Court Martial shall consist of 
not less than Five Commissioned Officers, (unless 
it be found impracticable to assemble that number, 
when TJhree may be sufficient:) and shall be 
assembled by order of the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment. And no Sentence of a Regimental 
Court Martial shall be of force until the Com- 
manding Officer shall have confirmed the same. 
Provided that such Commanding Officer shall 
have power to remit all Sentences whatever 
passed by such Court, and thereupon to cause the 
offender to be released and to return to his duty.

Commutation of Sentence. 


And such Commanding Officer ahall have 
power to cOhfirm and carry into effect or to 
mitigate all Sentences whatevcr passed by such 
Court; and to commute a Sentence of Corporal 
Punishment to Imprisonment witho 1t Hard Labour, 
and with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be 
regulated as aforesaid,) for any period for which 
such Court is competent to Sentence an offender 
to suffer Imprisonment and4n the same manner; 
and to mitigate a Sentence of Jismissul in the 
case of a Non-Commissioned Officer, to Reduction 
to the Ranks;—and to commute a Sentence of 
Imprisonment with Hard Labour, to Dismissal; or 
to mitigate such Sentence to Reduction to the 
Ranks; or te imprisonment without Hard Labour. 





Powers of a Regimental Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 80. 


A Regimental Court Martial may sentence any 
Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reduced to the 
ranks ;—or may sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be dismissed from the service ; 
—or to be placed lower in the list of the rank 
which he holds (which shall not involve any forfei- 
ture of service or other advantage, except that of 
standing,)—or may Sentence dny Soldier to suffer 
Corporal Punishment not exceeding fifty lashes ; 
or Imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for 
any peried not exceeding siz orlendar months ; and 
to be kept in solitary confinement (to be regu- 
lated as aforesaid. ) 


Any such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time 
of his discharge, or such proportion thereof as 
may be required to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct; and in addition to 
any punishment not involving Dismissal from the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Offver or Soldier to be put under Stoppages not

exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 


ARTICLE 81. 


An Officer Commanding any Detachment of his 
own Regiment, may aseemble Regimental Detach- 
ment Courts Martial ;—and an Officer Command- 
ing a Detachment consisting of men of different 
Corps, may assemble Detachment or Line Courts 
Martial ;—and all such Courts shall be constituted 
in the same manner as Reyimental Courts Martial 
under the provisions of these Articles of War, and 
shall have the like powers. 


And the provisions of these Articles of War 
relating to Courts Martial held in Regiments, 
shall be taken to apply to Courts Martial held in 
Detachments, in all practicable cases, 


Provided that no Officer on detached Command 
of less than four ‘Troops or Companfes, or of 
Detachments numerically equal to four ‘Troops or 
Companies, and not being ou the line ef march or 
on board any ship or other vessel, shall carry into 
effect any punishment awarded by a Court Martial 
held by his order, until the Sentence shall have 
been confirmed by the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment to which the offender belongs, or by the 
nearest Superior Officer holding a Command of 
not less than a Regiment ;—(who is hereby autho- 
rized to confirm the same, in like manner, as an 
Officer Commanding a Regiment is empowered to 
do ;)—Ex-ept in detached situations beyond Sea or 
out of the British ‘Territories, or when on Service 
in the field, or in cases where an immediate example 
is necessary and reference cannot be made to 
such Commanding or Superior Officer without 
detriment to the Service; when the Officer Com- 
manding such Detachment may exercise the powers 
which are vest@d in an Officer Commanding a 
Regiment. 

ARTICLE 82. ‘ 


At alt Courts Martial, it shall be competent to 
the Officer convening the Court to instruct the 
Court, that, should the Prisoner be found guilty, 
and Imprisonment form a part of the Sentence, 
no portion of the Imprisonment should be Solitary ; 
—or, should Corporal Punishment be awardable 
to the offender, that it shall not be awarded in the 
particular case; and the Court will govern itself 
accordingly ; and such instruction shall be in writ- 
ing, and shall be attached to the proceedings of the 
Court. 





Execution of Sentences of Courts Martial. 
ARTICLE 83. 


In every sentence of Death awarded by a Ge- 
neral Court Martial, the Court shall specify that 
the offender shall “ suffer death by being hanged 
by the neck until he be dead,” or “ by being shot 
to death,’’ as the Court in their discretion shall 
deem expedient; and such sentence, if confirmed, 
shall be carried into effect accordingly. 


ARTICLE 84, 


Whenever the sentence of a Gtneral Court 
Martial shall adjudge Transportation, or sentence 
of Death shall be commuted by competent autho- 
rity to Transportation, any of the Sudder Courts 
shall give effect to such sentence, or commuted 
sentence, on the same being certified to the Court 
under the authority of the Commander in Chief. 


And whenever any sentence of a Court Martial 
shall adjudge Imprisonment with hard labour, or 
with Solitary confinement, or both, or whenever 
the sentence of a Court Martial shall be commuted 


to any such Imprisonment, it shall be the dutv of 
every Judge, Magi-trate, Sheriff, or other Officer 
in charge of a Jail, to give effect to such sentence, 
on the offender being delivered into his custody, 
and on being furnished with a copy of the sentence 
by the Officer Commanding the Station or Regi- 
ment or Detacament, within which the trial is held. 


ARTICLE 8&5. 


Whenever any Soldier shall be sentenced to 
Imprisonment for life, or a sentence of Death sball 
be commuted to Imprisonment for life, it shall be 
lawful for the Commander in Chief to order such 
offender to be Transported beyond sea for life, and 
such order shall thereupon be made, unless there 
should be special reasons inducing the Commander 
in Chief to think such prisoner not a proper sub- 
ject for Transportation. 


ARTICLE 86. 


Persohs sentenced to Imprisonment by Courts 
Martial shall be imprisoned in any public prison 
or in any, other fit place which the Commander in 
Chief shall from time to time direct. 


ARTICLE 87, 


Every Soldier sentenced to Imprisonment with 
hard labour, shall, previous to undergoing such 
punishment, be struck off the strength of his 
Jorps from the date of confirmation of such 
sentence; and no Soldier who has undergone such 
punishment for any period shall be capable of 
being re-admitted in the ranks, or of receiving 
pension on discharge. 


ARTICLE 88. 


Offenders sentenced to Dismissal for disgraceful 
conduct ; 

And offenders subject to Corporal Punishment, 
or to Imprisonment with hard labour for disgrace 
Jul couduct shall, on any such sentence being 
confirmed, be Dismissed with Ignominy. 


ARTICLE 89. 


In every case wherein a fine, or forfeiture of 
arrears of pay, or stoppages shall be adjudged by 
a Court Martial, any pay or public money due to 
the offender, or that may become due to him, shall 
be available, with the sanction of the Commander 
in Chief, for the payment of the amount so 
adjudged. 

And no Soldier sentenced to pay‘a fine or to 
stoppages to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct, shall be continued 
under forfeiture or stoppages under any one such 
sentence for any period exceeding one year; and 
no Soldier shall be at any one time placed under 
forfeiture or stoppage# exceeding in the whole the 
amount of half of his Pay and Allowances, nor be 
liable to be put under stoppages prospectively 
while actually under stoppages to the amount of 
half of his Pay and Allowances. 





orins of Proceeding. 
ARTICLE 90. : 


Trials by Courts Martial may be carried on 
between the hours of six in the morning and four 
in the afternoon, and not otherwise, except in 
cases which may require an immediate example. 

ARTICLE 91. 

At General Courts Martial a Judge Advocate, or 
an European Officer of not less than ten years 
service, shall be appointed to conduct the pro- 
ceedings, 

At all Courts Martial inferior to General, an 
European Officer of not lees than four years 


standing in the service, except in cases where no 
Officer of that standing may be available, or the 
Adjutant of the Regiment, shall be appointed to 
conduct the proceedings. 


ARTICLE 92. 

An (nterpreter shall be appointed to all Courts 
Martial; and any Unterpreter or other competent 
person available at the Station where the Court 
Martial may sit shall be appointed as occ ision 
may regnire by the Officer Commanding at such 
Station, on application from the Judge Advocate 
or Superintending Officer at such Court Martial. 
But in situations where the services of an Inter- 
preter or other competent person are not available, 
the Superintending Officer atthe Court Martial 
shall perform the duty of Interpreter. 


AnticLe 93. 


At all Courts Martial the Senior Officer shall 
sit as President withoat being so appointed by 
Warrant. Provided that all Subadar Majors are 
to take precedence according to the dates of their 
Commissions, and above all Native Officers holding 
the rank of Subadar or Jemadar ; and that Sirdar 
Bahadoors and Bahadoors shall rank only accord- 
ing to their respective Commissions of Subadar 
Major, Subadar, or Jetmadar. Rissaldars and 
Risezardars will take rank with Subadars, and Naib 
Ris-aldars with Jemadars, according to the dates 
of their respective Commissions, 


In case of the death or unavoidable absence of 
the President, the next Senior Member shall take 
the place of President, and the trial shall proceed, 
provided that the Court shall still consist of at 
least the number of Members of which such Court 
is directed to consist by these Artiay@of War. 


ARTICLE 94. 


No Finding or Sentence of a Court Martial 
shall be revised inore than once, and no Evidence 
shall be received on such revision. For the pur- 
pose of such revision the President and all the 
Members shall bg convened if possible. But if 
any of them should be unavoidably absent, the 
remaining Members may proceed with such revi- 
sion, provided they are not fewer than the smallest 
number directed in these Articles respectively. 
When all the same Members do not meet, the 
circumstances are to be dul} certified on the face 
of the proceedings. 


Manner of Voting. 


ARTICLE 95. 


All the Members of a Court Martial are to 
preserve order, and in giving their votes upon all 
matters are to begin with the youngest; and in all 
cases where a sentence of death may not be 
awarded, the decision shall be by the majority of 
Members present, provided the number of Mem- 
bers present be not less than that required by the 
preceding Articles; but in case of an equality of 
votes, the decision shall be in favor of the prisoner ; 
the President at a Court Martial shall vote with 
the other Members, but shall have no casting vote. 
Provided, that in cases of an equality of votes 
upon other questions than the finding and the 
sentence, the President shall have a casting vote. 


AnTICLE 96. 


No sentence of death shall be given against any 
offender by a Court Martial, unless two-thirds of 
the Members present concur therein, or four 
where the Court consist of five Members, or five 
where the Court consist of seven. 


Affirmations. 
AnrTiIcLe 97. 


On the assembly of a Court Martial, the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending European Officer 
shall administer to the Interpreter the following 
Solemn Affirmation : 


“J, A. B, solemnly affirm in the presence, of 
“ Almighty God, that 1 will farthfully interprec 
“and translate the proceedings of the Court, and 
‘+ that 1 will not divulge the sentence until it shall 
“ have been published by authority; and further, 
that 1 will not disclose or discover the vote or 
“ opinion of any particular Member of the Court 
‘Sunless required to give evidence thereof by a 
‘Court of Justice or Court Martial, in due course 
of Law.” 


In case of the unavoidable absence of an Inter- 
preter, the European Superintending Officer of a 
Court Maastial inferior to General, shall make the 
the Solemn Affirmation prescribed for the Inter- 
preter. 


The Judge Advocate or Superintending Officer 
shall then cause the following Solemn Affirmation 
to be made by each Member: 


J, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence o 
* Almighty God, that I will duly administer justice 
“according to the Articles of War, without parti- 
‘ality, favour, or affection, and, if any doubt shall 
“ arise, then, according to my conscience, the best 
“ of my understanding, and the custom of War in 
“the hke cases, and that TI will not divulge the 
‘‘ sentence of the Court until it shall be published 
“by authority * and further, that I will not disclose 
‘or discovet the vote or opinion of any particular 
«“ Member of the Court, unless required to give 
‘evidence thereof by a Court of Justice ora 
‘¢ Court Martial in due couree of Law.” 


The following Solemn Affirmation shall then be 
administered by the Interpreter to the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending Offer: 


“J, A. B. solemnly affirm in the presence of 
“* Almighty God, that 1 will not upon any account 
“ whatsoever disclose or discover the vote or 
‘opinion of any particular Member, of the Court 
‘ Martial, unless required to give evidence thereof 
‘Sas a witness by a Court of Justice, or a Court 
‘ Martial in due course of law, and that I will not, 
‘unless it be necessary for the due discharge of 
“ my official duties, disclose the sentence of the 
“Court, until it shall be published by authority.” 


Provided, that it shall be necessary to re-admi- 
nister these Soleinn Affirmations on the commence- 
ment of fresh trials before the same Court. 


ARTICLE -98. 


All persons who give evidence at a Court 
Martial are to be examined on Oath according to 
the forms of their respective religions or on Affir- 
mation—and persons of the Hindoo or Mahome- 
dan persuasion and other persons making Affir- 
mation, shall make Affirmation to the following 
effect : 

+ ] solemnly affirm, in the presence of Almighty 
«God, that what I shall state sball be the truth, 
“the whole truth, and nothing but the truth.” 


And if any person making such Affirmation as 
aforesaid, shall wilfully and falsely state ‘any 
matter or thing which if the same had been sworn 
would have amounted to perjury, every such 
offender shall be subject to the same punishment 
to which pereons convicted of perjury are ‘subject. 
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Summoning Witnesses not amenable to these Articl 
ARTICLE 99, 


In all cases where persons required as witnesses 
before a Court Martial, may not be amenable to 
Military Law, the Judge Advocate or Commanding 
Officer shall transmit to the Magistrate within 
whose jurisdiction the witness may reside, his 
summons for the attendance of such person, and 
the Magistrate shall cause the witness to be duly 
summoned.

Powers and Duties of Provost Marshals. 
ARTICLE 100. 


For the prompt and instant repression of all 
irregularities and crimes which may be committed 
by Troops in the Field and on the Line of March, 
Provost Marshals shall be appointed by the 
Commander in Chief, and their Powers‘shall be 
regulated according to the established Usages of 
War and [ules of the Service; their duties are to 
take charge of Prisoners confined for offences of a 
general description; to preserve good Order and 
Discipline; to prevent Breaches of both, by 
Soldiers and Followers of the Army, and to 
punish on the spot, on the same day, those whom 
they may find in the immediate act of committing 
Breaches of good Order and Military Discipline ; 
Provided, that the punishment be limited to the 
necessity of the case, and shall accord with the 
orders which the Provost Marshals may from time 
to time receive from the Commander of the Forces 
in the Field, and that whatever may be the crime, 
the Provost Marshal or his Assistant shall see the 
offender commit the act, for which summary 
punishment may be inflicted, or if the Provost 
Marshal or his Assistant should not see the offender 
actually commit the crime, but that sufficient 
proof can be established of the offender's guilt, a 
Report shall be made to the Commander of the 
Army in the Field, who is hereby empowered to 
deal with the case as he may deem most conducive 
to the maintenance of good Order and Military 
Discipline. ‘The duties of Provost Marshals being 
limited to the punishment of offenders whom they 
may detect in the actual commision of any crime, 
the General Commanding the Forees in the Field 
will cause them to exercisse the powers entrusted 
to them in such manner and under such circum- 
stances as he may consider best calculated to 
prevent and instantly to repress crimes injurious 
to the Discipline of the East India Company’s 
Army and the Public Service. . . 


e =~ 
Trials by European Courts. Martial. 
Articte 10). * 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops 
have hitherto been authorized to claim to be tried 
by European Courts Martial, every person amen- 
able to these Articles of War, and who may be 
under orders for trial by a Court Martial, shall 
have the right to claim to be tried by European 
Officers; and should he make such claim, the 
Court, whether Genera!, District, or Garriaon, or 
Regimental, shall be composed of European Com- 
missioned Officers, and the number of Membersand 
the proceedings shall be governed in all respects 
by the provisions of these Articles. 


And it shall-be competent to the Governor 
General of India in Council by a General Order 
to authorize the Native Troops of any of the 
Presidencies to claim to be tried in like manner 
by European Courts Martial,

Lffects of the Dead. 
* ARTICLE 102. 


When any Officer or Soldier, or anv person 
receiving public pay drawn by any Officer in 
charge of a Public Department belonging to the 
Army, may die, or he killed in the service, the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Party. or 
Officer in charge of the Department, shall, if no 
Heir or Executor be present, secure his Effects, 
and direct an inventory thereof to be taken, a 
duplicate of which is to be lodged in the Office of 
the Adjutant, or Officer in charge of the Depart- 
ment. 

* Arnricie 103. 


If there be no Heir or Executor on the spot, the 
Effects ate to be publicly sold; the Commanding 
Officer of the Regiment or Party, or Officer in 
charge of the Department, after discharging the 
debts of the deceased, viz. the expense of Funeral 
Ceremonies, his Debts in Camp or Quarters, and 
Regimental Debts of every description, shall 
account for the residue to the Heir or Heirs 
declared by Will, whether written or verbal, or 
nominated in the Regimental Register, or in 
failure of such to the legal representative of the 
deceased; and in the event of no Executor, Heir, 
or other representative of the deceased attending 
and establishing his claim within twelve months 
from the date of the casualty, the amount in the 
hands of the Officer having charge of the Estate, 
is to be remitted to the General Treasury at the 
Presidency.

Miscellaneous, 
ArticLe 104. 


The Effects of Deserters are to be publicly sold, 
and the proceeds after payment of Regimental 
Debts, remitted by the Officer Commanding the 
Corps to which the Deserter belongs, to the Gene- 
ral Treasury at the Presidency, or appropriated 
according to the rules obtaining at euch Presi- 
dency. 

ArricLe 105, 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to the Commander in Chief, shall 
be construed to extend to the Commander in Chief 
at any Presidency, and to the Officer Commanding 
the Forces for the time being at any Presidency, 
unless when otherwise provided. 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to Soldiers, shall be construed to 
extend to Non-Commiasioned Officers, unless when 
otherwise provided. 


ARTICLE 106. 


When any portion of the Troops belonging to 
one Presidency shali be serving within the limits 
of another Presidency, such Troops shall be consi- 
dered as placed, during such service, under the 
orders and authority of the Commander in Chief, 
or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the Presi- 
dency within which they are serving, for all the 
purposes of these Articles of War, in the-same 
manner as though they belonged to such Presi- 
dency; and all the provisions of these Articles of 
War, which relate to the trial and punishment of 
offenders belonging to the Presidency within which 
the trial is held, are hereby deqlared applicable to 
the trial and punishment of offenders amenable to 


these Articles of War serving within such Presi- 
dency. Provided alwaya, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor General in Council in his executive 
capacity, to direct that the ‘Troops, or any part 
thereof of any Presidency, whilst serving without 
the Inmits of such Presidency shall continue under 
the orders and authority of the Commander in 
Chief, or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the 
Presidency to which they belwng for all purposes 
of these Articles. 
Artricte 107 


Any Officer Commanding any portion of the 
East India Company’s Troops which may at any 
time be serving in any place out of [ler Majesty’s 
Dominions, or of the Possessions or Territories 
which are or may be under the Government of the 
said Company, or of the ‘lerritories of thoge 
States in alliance with the sad Company in which 
the said Company’s I*orces are permanently 
statioved, shall, upon complaint made to him of 
any offence committed agamst the property or 
person of any inhabitant or resident in any such 
countries, by any person serving with or belonging 
to the Company’s Army, being under the imme- 
diate Command of any such Officer, summon and 
cause tu assemble a General Court Martial, which 
shall consist of not less than three Officers, for the 
purpose of trying any such person, notwithstand- 
ing any such Officer shall not have received any 
Warrant empowering him to assemble Courts

dencies respectively.

Application of the Articles, 
ARTICLE 157. 


All Officers and Soldiers, all Drivers, Farriers, 
Trumpeters, and Drummers; all unattested Re- 


cruits; all Hospital Attendants, Sub-Assistant 
Surgeons, Native Doctors, and Dressers; all Arti- 
ficers and Labourers, Suttlers, Followers, public 
and private, or others attached to or serving with 
any part of the Army, are to be governed by these 
Articles and subject to trial by Courts Martial. 


Provided, that persons of European descent, 
(whether on the side of their father or mother) 
professing the Christian religion, shall not be 
amenable to these Articles; but if belonging to 
the descriptions mentioned in this Article, (and aot 
being Her Majesty’s natural born subjects born in 
Europe, or the children of such subjects,) shall 
be tried and punished in the same manner as 
persons are who are subject to the Mutiny Act and 
Articles of War in force for the better government 
of the European Officers and Soldiers in the Ser- 
vice of the East India Company.

ARTICLE 158. 


These Articles are to be translated into the 
several languages of the different Presidencies, and 
the parts following, viz. the second Section, toge- 
ther with the following Articles in other Sections 
which are marked with an* (Asterisk), viz. 2, 4, 
75, 78, 80, 102, 103, 110, and 111, are to be read 
ouce every three mouths at the head of every 
Regiment, Troop or Company mustered in the 
service and to every Recruit at the pertod of his 
attestation.

The following Act passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council on tha 8th of 
December, 1847, is hereby promulgated for gene- 
ral information: 


Acr No. XXII. or 1847. 


To enable the Commissioners who may be appointed 
under Act XVI. of 1847 to purchase and hold 


real ar personal property for the Improvem-nt of 


the Town of Calcutta. 

Whereas by Act XVI. of 1847, entitled an Act 
for constituting Commissioners for the Improve- 
ment of the Town of Calcutta, partly by appoint- 
ment of the Government and partly by election of 
the Rate-payers, provision was made for the ap- 
pointment and election of such Commissioners, or 
in default of election. for the appointment of the 
whole of such Commissioners : 

And whereas it is expedient, that provision 
should be made to enable such Commissioners to 
purchase and hold real or personal property for 
the purposes aforesaid in manner hereinafter men- 
tioned : 

And whereas it is probable that benevolent and 
public spirited individuals, with the view of contri- 
buting to the improvement and adornment of the 
aaid Town may he desirous of settling real or 
personal property by Deed or Will upon such Com- 
missioners : 

I. It is therefore enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall be Trustees for and on behalf of 
the Government of Fort William in Bengal, and 
of the inhabitants of Calcutta, and shall sue and 
be sued at Law avd in Equity in Her Majesty’s 
Supr@me Court of Judicature at Fort William by 
the name of the Commissioners for the improve- 
ment of the Town of Calcutta, and shall have a 
common seal, and shall have power to take, pur- 
chase and hold lands, tenements, hereditaments, 
goods, chattels and other property, as such Trus- 
tees for the purposes aforesaid. 

II. And it is enacted, that whenever it shall 
appear to the said Commissioners, or a majority 
of them, that it is necessary they should purchase 
any houses, buildings or grounds for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, the said Commissioners shall re- 
present the eame to the Governor of Bengal, and 






if he shall consent thereto, but not otherwise, shall 
enter into treaties for the purchase of such houses, 
huildings or grounds with the owners thereof, and 
in case they shall not be able to come to agree- 
ment with such owners or the amount of compen- 
gation shall not be settled by arbitration as herein- 
after provided, then the said Commissioners shall 
apply to the Sheriff of Calcutta to summon a Jury, 
and the said Sheriff shall forthwith summon a 
Jury in manner hereinafter mentioned, to assess 
the price which the said Commissioners shall pay 
to the said owner or owners for the purchase of 
such houses, buildings and grounds with all ap- 
purtenances as aforesaid. 

Ill. And whereas it is expedient to make pro- 
vision for those cases in which the said Commis- 
sioners may be able to purchase lands, buildings 
or tenements by agreement: it is enacted, that it 
shall and may be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners to agree with the owners of anv lands, 
buildings or tenements by this Act authorized to 
be taken and which shall be required for the pur- 
poses of this Act, and with all parties having any 
estate or Interest in such lands, buildings or tene- 
ments, or by this Act or by any other authority or 
power enabled to sell and convey the same. for the 
absolute purchase of any such lands, buildings or 
tenements. or such parts thereof as they shall think 
proper, and of all estates and interests in such 
lands of what kindsoever. 


1V. And it is enacted, that it shall and may 
be lawful for all parties being seized, possessed of 
or entitled to any such lands, buildings or tene- 
ments, or any estate or interest therein, to sell and 
convey or release the same to the said Commis- 
sioners and to enter into all necessary agreements 
fof that purpose, and particularly it shall be law- 
ful for all or any of tha following parties so seized, 
possessed or entitled as aforesaid so to sell, convey 
or release (that is to say) all corporations, tenants 
in tail, or for life, married women seized in their 
own right or entitled to dower, guardians, com- 
mittees of lunatics and idiots, trustees or feofees in 
trust for charitable or other purposes, executors 
and administrators and all parties for the time 
being entitled to the receipt of the rents and pro- 
fits of any such lands in possession, or subject to 
any estate in dower, or to any lease for life or for 
lives, or for years, or any less interest, and the 
power so to sell and convey or release as aforesaid, 


may lawfully be exercised by all such parties not | purchase thereof, and as to the compensation to he 


only on behalf of themselves and their respective 
Heirs, Executors, Administrators and Successors, 
but also for and on behalf of every person entitled 
in reversion, remainder or expectancy after them, 
or in defeasance of the estates of such parties, and 
as to such married women whether they be of full 
age or not as if they were sole and of full age, and 
as to such guardians on behalf of their wards, and 
as to such committee on behalf of the lunatics and 
idiots of whom they are the committees respec- 
tively, and that to the same extent as such wives, 
wards, lunatics and idiots respectively could have 
exercised the same power under the authority of 
this Act if they had respectively been under no 
disability, and as to such Trustees, Executors and 
Administrators on behalf of their cestuique (rusts 
whether infants, issue unborn, lunatics, femes 
covert or other persons, and that to the same 
extent as such cestuique trusts respectively could 
have exercised the same powers under the autho- 
rity of this Act if they had respectively been under 
no disability. 

V. And it is enacted, that the purchase money’ 
consideration or compensation to be paid or given 
for any lands. buildings or tenements to be pur- 
chased or taken from any party under any dis- 
ability or incapacity, and not having anv power 
to sell or convey such Jands except under the 
provisions of this Act, and the compensation to be 
paid for any permanent damage or injury to any 
such lands, buildings or tenements, shall in all 
cases be determined by the verdict of a jury to be 
summoned as hereinafter provided. 


VJ. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any perscn seized in fee or entitled absolutely 
for his own benefit to any lands, buildings or tene- 
ments authorized to be purchased for the purposes 
of this Act to sell and convey such lands, buildings 
or tenements, or any part thereof, unto the said 
Commissioners in consideration of an annual rent- 
charge payable by the said Commissioners, but 
except as aforesaid the consideration to be paid 
for the purchase of any such lands, buildings or 
tenements, or for any damage done thereto, shall 
be in a gross sum. 


VIT. And it is enacted, that the yearly rent 
reserved by any corveyance of lands, buildings or 
tenements purchased by the said Commissioners 
for the purposes of this Act shall be charged on 
the rates hereinafter authorized to be raised and 
levied, and shall be paid by the said Commission- 
ers as such rents become payable. and if at any 
time any such rents be not paid within thirty days 
after they so become payable, and after demand 
thereof in writing, the person to whom any such 
rent shall be payable, may recover the same from 
the said Commissioners with costs of suit by action 
of debt in the said Supreme Court. 


VIII. Aud it is enacted, that when the satd 
Commissioners shall require*to purchase or take 
any of the lands, buildings or tenements which 
by this Act they are authorized to purchase or 
take, they shall give notice thereof to all the par- 
ties interested in such lands, or to the parties 
enabled by this Act to sell and convey or release 
the same or such of the said parties as shall after 
diligent inquiry be known to the said Commiasion- 
ers, and by such notice shall demand from such 

rties the particulars of their estate and interest 
in such lands and of the claims made by them in 
respect thereof, and every such notice shall state 
the particulars of the lands so required, and that 
the said Commissioners are willing to treat tor the 


made to all parties for the damage that may be 
sustained by them by reason of the execution of 
the works. 


IX. And it is enacted, that all notices requir- 
ed to be served by the said Commissioners upon 
the parties interested in or entitled to sell any 
such lands, buildings or tenements shall either be 
served personally on such parties, or left at their 
last usual place of abode if any such can after 
diligent inquiry be found, and in case any such 
parties shall be absent from the said Town or 
cannot be found after diligent inquiry, such no- 
tices shall be left with the occupier of such lands, 
or if there be no such occupier shall be affixed 
upon some conspicuous part of such lands. 


X. And it is enacted, that if the party claim- 
ing compensation desire to have the same settled 
by arbitration, and signify such desire by notice 
‘in writing to the said Commissioners before they 
have issued their warrant to the Sheriff to summon 
a jury in respect of such lands under the provisions 
hereinafter contained, stating in such notice the 
nature of the interest in respect of which such 
party claims compensation, and the amount of the 
compensation so claimed, the same shall be so 
settled by arbitration accordingly, but unless the 
party claiming compensation shall as aforesaid 
signify his desire to have the question of such 
compensation settled hy arbitration, or if when 
the mutter shall have been referred to arbitration 
the arbitrators or the umpire shall for three 
months have failed to make their or his award, or 
if no final award shall be made, the question of 
such compensation shall be settled by the verdict 
of a jury as hereinafter provided. 

XI. And it is enacted, that when any ques- 
tion of disputed compensation by this Act autho- 
rized or required to be settled by arbitration, shall 
have arisen then unless both parties shall concur 
in the appointment of a single arbitrator, each 
party on the request of the other party shall 
nominate and appoint an arbitrator to which two 
arbitrators such dispute shall be referred, and 
every appointment of an arbitrator shall be made 
on the part of the eaid Commissioners under the 
hands of two of the said Commissioners, or of 
their Clerk duly authorized by such two Commis- 
sioners, and on the part of any other party under 
the hand of such party, or if such party be a cor- 
poration aggregate under the common seal of such 
corporation, and such appointment shall be deli- 
vered to the arbitrator or arbitrators, and shall be 
deemed a submission to arbitration on the part of 
the party by whom the same shall be made, and 
after any such appointment shall have been made 
neither party shall have power to revoke the same 
without the consent of the other, nor shall the 
death of either party operate as a revocation, and 
if after any such dispute shall have arisen and 
after a request in writing in which shall be stated 
tbe matter so required to be referred to ar®itra- 
tion, shall have been served by the one party on 
the other party to appoint an arbitrator, such 
last mentioned party fail within fourteen days after 
such service to appoint such arbitrator, then 
upon such failure the party making the request, 
and having himself appointed an arbitrator may 
appoint such arbitrator to act on behalf of both 
parties, and such arbitrator may proceed to hear 
and determine the matters which shall be in dig- 
pute, and in such caee the award or determination 
of such single arbitrator shall be final. 

All. And it is enacted, that if before the mat- 
ters so referred shall be determined, any arbitrator 


appointed by either party shall die or become | 


incapable to act, the party by whom such arbitra- 
tor was appointed may nominate and appoint in 
writing some other person to act in his place, and 
if for the space of seven days after notice in writing 
from the other party for that purpose he shall fail 
to do so, the remaining or other arbitrator may 
proceed to hear and determine the matters which 
shall be in dispute, and every arbitrator who shall 
be so substituted as aforesaid shall have the same 
power and authorities as were vested in the former 
arbitrator at the time of such his death or disabi- 
lity aforesaid. 


XIII. And it is enacted, that where more than 
one arbitrator shall have been appointed such 
arbitrators shall before they enter upon the mat- 
ters referred to them, nominate and appoint by 
writing under their hands an umpire to decide on 
any such matters on which they shall differ, or 
which shall be referred to him under the provi- 
sions of this Act, and if such umpire shall die or 
become incapable to act, they shall forthwith after 
such death or incapacity appoint another umpire in 
his place, and the decision of every such umpire 
on the matters so referred to him shall be final. 


XIV. And it is enacted, that if in either of the 
cases aforesaid the said arbitrators shall refuse, or 
shall for seven days after request of either party to 
such arbitration, neglect to appoint an umpire, 
any two of the Magistrates of Calcutta shall on the 
application of either party to such arbitration ap- 
point an umpire, and the decision of such umpire 
on the matters on which the arbitrators shall differ 
or which shall be referred to him under this Act 
shall be final. 

XV. <And it is enacted, that when a single 
arbitrator shall have been appointed as herein- 
before provided, and such arbitrator shall die or 
become incapable to act before he shall have made 
his award, the matters referred to him shall be 
determined by arbitrators under the provisions of 
this Act in the same manner as if such arbitrator 
had not been appointed. 

XVI. Aud it is enacted, that if where more 
than one arbitrator shall have been appointed either 
of the arbitrators refuse, or for seven days after 
the day of his appointment shall neglect to act, the 
other arbitrator may proceed to hear and deter- 
mine the matters in dispute, and the ‘decision of 
such other arbitrator shall be as effectual as if he 
had been the single arbitrator appointed by both 

arties. 

AVII. And it is enacted, that if where more 
than one arbitrator shall have been appointed 
and where neither of them shall refuse or neglect 
to act as afvresaid, but such arbitrators shall fail 
to make their award within twenty-one days after 
the day on which the last of such arbitrators shall 
have been appointed, or within such extended 
time, (if any) as shall have been appointed for 
that purpose by both such arbitrators under 
their hands, the matters referred to them shall 
be determined by the umpire to be appointed as 
aforesaid. 

XVIII. And it is enacted, that the said arbi- 
trators or their umpire may call for the pro- 
duction of any documents in the possession or 
power of either party which they or he may think 
necessary for determining the question in dispute, 
and may examine the parties or their witnesses on 
oath or solemn affirmation, and administer the 
oaths. and solemn affirmation necessary for that 
purpose. 

1X. And it is:enacted, that before any such 
arbitrator or umpire as aforesaid sball enter into 


ee nee 


the consideration of any matters referred to him 
he shall in the presence of a Magistrate of Cal- 
cutta make and subscribe the following declaration, 
that is to say— 


I, A. B., do solemnly and sincerely declare that 
I will faithfully and honestly to the best of my skili 
and ability hear and determine the matters re- 
ferred tome under the provisions of the Act XXII. 
of 1847. 


A. B. 
Made and subscribed 
in the presence of C. D. 


And such declaration shall be annexed to the 
award when made, and if any arbitrator or umpire 
having made such declaration shall wilfully act 
contrary thereto, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanour, 


XX. And it is enacted, that all the costs of 
any such arbitration and incident thereto, shall be 
settled by the said arbitrators and shall be borne 
by the said Commissioners, unless the arbitrators 
shall award the same or aless sum than shall have 
been offered by the said Commissioners in which 
case each party shall bear their own costs incident 
to the said arbitration, and the costs of the said 
arbitrators shall be borne by the parties in equal 
proportions. 

XXI. And it is enacted, that the said arbitra- 
tors or the said umpire, as the case may be, shall 
deliver their award in writing to the said Commis- 
sioners, and the said Commissioners shall retain 
the same, and on demand made at the office of 
their Clerk shall forthwith at their own expense 
furnish a copy thereof to the other party to the 
arbitration, and shall at all reasonable times when 
thereunto required produce the said award and 
allow the same to be inspected or examined at the 
office of their said Clerk by such party or any 
person appointed by him for that purpose. 


XXII. And it is enacted, that the submission 
to any such arbitration as aforesaid may be made 
atrule of the said Supreme Court on the applica- 
tion of either or any party thereto, and may be 
enforced against all necessary parties by any rule, 
order or decree of the said Court notwithstanding 
that any or either of the said parties are not other- 
wise subject to the jurisdiction of the said Court. 

XXIII. And it is enacted, that no award made 
with respect to any question referred to arbitration 
under the provisions of this Act shall be set aside 
for irregularity or error in matter of form. 


XXIV. And it is enacted, that in every case 
in which a dispute or difference shall arise between 
the said Commissioners, and any person or persons 
whose property they may intend or desire to pur- 
chase for the purposes of this Act as to the amount 
of compensation to be paid for the said property 
which difference and dispute either of the said par- 
ties shall refuse to settle by arbitration the said 


«Commissioners shall issue a warrant in writing 


signed by any one gf them and sealed with their 
common seal to the Sheriff of Calcutta, requiring 
him to summon a jury for the purpose of settling 
the said difference or dispute; and if such Sheriff 
be interested in the matter in dispute such warrant 
shall be addressed and sent to the Coroner of 
Calcutta, and if the said Sheriff and the said Coro- 
ner be both of them interested in the said matter 
then the said warrant shall be addressed and sent 
to the last person who shall have filled the office 
of Sheriff of Calcutta who is not interested in the 
said matter and who is at time of the issuing 
the said warrant an inhabitant of the said Town 
of Calcutta, and every such Sheriff, Coroner or 


Ex-Sheriff eball have power if he think fit to ap- 
point a Deputy or Assessor. 


XXV. And it is enacted, that throughout the 
enactments contained in this Act relative to a 
reference to a jury where the term Sheriff isused 
the provisions applicable thereto shall be held to 
apply to every Coroner or other person lawfully 
acting in the place of the Sheriff, and in every 
case in which any such warrant as aforesaid shll 
have been directed to any other person than the 
gaid Sheriff of Calcutta, such Sheriff shall imme- 
diately on receiving notice of the delivery of the 
warrant on application being made to him for that 
purpose deliver over to the person to whom the 
gaid warrant shall have been directed, or to any 
other fit and proper person appointed by him to 
receive the same the Jurors’ book and Special 
Jurors’ list for the Town of Calcutta. 


XXVI- And it 18 enacted, that upon the re- 
ceipt of such warrant as aforesaid, the Sheriff shall 
summon a jury of ten indifferent persons duly 
qualified to act as common jurymen in Her Ma- 
jesty’s Supreme Court of Judicature aforesaid, to 
meet at a convenient time and place to be appoint- 
ed by him for that purpose, such time not being 
leas than fourteen nor more than twenty-one days 
after the receipt of such warrant, and such place not 
being more than two miles from the lands, build- 
ings or tenements concerning and relating to which 
the said difference or dispute shall have arisen 
unless by consent of the parties interested some 
other time and place be agreed upon and settled, 
and thé said Sheriff shall forthwith give notice to 
the said Commissioners of the time and place so 
appointed by him. 

XXVII. And it is enacted, that out of and 
from the number of Jurors appearing upon such 
summons as aforesaid, a jury of five persons shall 
be drawn by the said Sheriff in such number and 
form as juries for trials of offences before the said 
Supreme Court are by the rules and orders of the 
said Court required to be drawn, and if a sufficient 
number of the jurymen so summoned as afore- 
said do not appear in obedience to such summons 
as aforesaid, the Sheriff shal] return other indiffer- 
ent men duly qualified as aforesaid of the bye- 
standers or others that can speedily be procured 
to make up the jury to the said number of five 
persons, and the said Commissioners and sll other 
parties interested in the said lands, buildings or 
tenements may have and make their challenges 
against any of the said jurymen according to the 
course and practice of the eaid Supreme Court, 
but neither the said Commissioners nor any of the 
said parties interested as aforesaid shall challenge 
the array. 


XXVIII. And it is enacted, that in every 
such inquiry as aforesaid the said Sheriff shail 
preside, and the party or parties claiming compen- 
sation from the said Commissioners shall be deemed 


the plaintiff or plaintiffs, as the case may be, and‘ 


shall have all such rights antl privileges as the 

laintiff is entitled to in the trial of actions at law 
in the Court of Queen’s Bench at Westminster, 
and if the said Commissioners or any persons in- 
terested in the said lands, buildings or tenements 
so request in writing, the said Sheriff shall summon 
before him, any person who shall by the said 
Commissioners, or any person interested as afore- 
said be considered necessary to be examined as a 
witness touching the matters in question, and on 
the jike request the said Sheriff shall order the 
said jury to view the place or matter in controversy 
in like manner as views may be had in the trial 


of actions at law‘in the Court of Queen's Bench 
at Westminster. 


XXIX. And it is enacted, that if the said 
Sheriff make default in any matter hereinbefore 
required to be done by him in relation to any such 
trial or inquiry as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of Five Hundred Rupees for every 
puch offence, and such penalty shall be recoverable 
by the said Commissioners by an action of debt or 
on the case in the said Supreme Court, and if any 
person summoned or returned upon any jury 
under this Act, whether common or special, do not 
appear, or if appearing do refuse to make such 
lawful oath or affirmation as the said Sheriff may 
require, or in any other manner wilfully neglect 
his duty, he shall unless he shew reasonable ex- 
cuse for the said default or neglect to the satisfac- 
tion of the said Sheriff forfeit a sum not exceeding 
One Hundred Rupees, and every such penulty as 
aforesaid pavable by a Sheriff or juryman as afore- 
said shall be applied in satisfaction of the costs of 
the said inquiry sv far as the same will extend, and 
in addition to the penalty hereby imposed as afore- 
said every such juryman shall in all respects be 
subject to the same regulations, pains and penalties 
as if such jury were returned for a trial in the said 
Supreme Court. 


AXX. And it is enacted, that if any person 
who shall have been duly summoned to give 
evidence upon any such enquiry, and to whom a 
tender of his reasonable expenses shall have been 
made fail to appear at the time and place specified 
in the summons without sufficient cause, or if any 
person whether summoned or not who shall appear 
as a witness on any such inquiry refuse to be ex- 
amined on oath or affirmation touching the subject 
matter in dispute every person 80 offending shall 
forfeit and pay to the party aggrieved thereby a 
sum not exceeding One Hundred Rupees, and that 
any person examined on oath or affirmation touch- 
ing the subject matter in dispute who shall wilfully 
and falsely state any matter which if wilfully and 
falsely stated by such person in any Court of 
Justice in which such subject matter might be in 
dispute, would amount to wilful and corrupt per- 
jury, shall be guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury. 


XXXI]. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall give to all parties interested in any 
lands, buildings or tenements concerning or relating 
to which an inquiry hath been appointed to be held 
by the said Sheriff notice of the time and place of 
such inquiry, not less than ten days before the 
same is to be held. and the said notice shall be in 
writing, and shall be served on each of the said 
parties personally or left at his Jast known place of 
abode in the said Town, or if he have no such 
place of abode then the said notice of every such 
person shall be twice publicly advertised in one or 
more of the Newspapers published within the said 
Town. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that if at any such 
inquiry any party claiming compensation shall fail 
to appear in person, or by his Counsel or Agent, 
such inquiry shall not be proceeded with so far as’ 
concerns the compensation claimed by such absent 
party, but the compensation to be paid by the said 
Commigsioners to such absent party shall be settled 
and determined by a Surveyor to be named and 
appointed by any two of the Magistrates of Cal- 
cutta without prejudice to such inquiry then and 
there proceeding before such Sheriff so far as con- 
cerns any compensation claimed by any other party 
or parties interested in such compensation in 
tespect of the same premises who shall so appear. 


XXXIIE. And it ie enacted, that before any 
jury shall proceed on any such inquiry as afore- 
suid, to inquire of and assess compensation or 
damages in respect of which their verdict is to be 
given they shall make oath, or if they object to 
make oath they shall make a solemn affirmation 
that they will truly and faithfully enquire of and 
assess such compensation or damages, and the said 
Sheriff shall administer such oaths and affirmations 
as well as the oaths and affirmations of all persons 
called upon to give evidence, 

XXXIV. And it is enacted, that where such 
inquiry as aforesaid, shall relate to the value of anv 
lands, buildings or tenements to be purchased, and 
algo to compensation claimed for injury dove or to 
be done to any other Jands, buildings or tenements 
held therewith the jury shall deliver their verdict 
separately for the sum of money to be paid for the 
purchase. of the lands, buildings or tenements 
required by the said Commissioners, or of any in- 
terest therein belonging to the party or parties with 
whom the question of disputed campensation shall 
have arisen, or which under the provisions herein 
con'ained he is enabled to sell or convey, and for 
the cum of money to he paid by way of compensa- 
tion for the damave if any sustained or to be gus- 
tained by the said party or parties by reason of the 
severing of the Janda, buildings or tenements taken 
from the other lands, buildings, or tenements o% the 
said party or parties, or otherwise injuriously 
affecting euch last-mentioned lands, buildings or 
tenements by the exercise of the powers conferred 
by this Acr, 

XXXV. And it is enacted, that the Sheriff 
hefore whom such inguirv as aforesaid, shall be 
held shall give judgment for the purchase money 
or compensation assessed by such jury as aforesaid, 
and the verdict and judgment shall thereupon be 
signed by such Sheriff, and being so signed shall be 
delivered to and kept by the Keeper of the Records 
in the said Supreme Court among the Records of 
the said Supreme Court, and such verdicts and 
judgments shall be deemed Records, and the same 
or true copies or exemplifications thereof shall be 
good evidence in all Courts, and elsewhere, and all 
persons may inspect the said verdicts aad jude- 
ments, and mav have copies or exemplifications 
thereof, or extracts therefrom, on paving for each 
inspection of any such verdict and judgment the 
sum of Eight Annas, and for every one hundred 
words copied or extracted therefrom Four Annas, 
which copies, exemplifications or extracts the said 
Keener of the Records is hereby required to make 
out and sign and certify the same to be true. 

XXXVI. And it is enacted, that on every such 
inquiry before a jury as aforesaid, where the ver- 
dict of the jury shall be given for a greater sum 
than the sum previously offered by the said Com- 
missioners all the costs of such inquiry shall be 
borne by the said Commissioners, but if the verdict 
of the jury ehall be for the same or a less sum than 
the sum previously offered by the said Commis- 
sioners one-half of the costs of summoning, im 
panelling and returning the jury, and of taking the 
inquiry and recording the verdict and judgment 
thereon shall be defrayed by the parties claiming 
the said compensation or purchase money, and the 
other half by the said Commissioners, and each 
party shall bear his own costs other than as afore- 
said incident to such inquiry. 

XXXVII. And it is enacted, that the ooste of 
any such inquiry as aforeaaid, shall in case of differ- 
ences arising regarding the same be settled by the 
Taxing Officer of the said Supreme Court on the 
application of either party, and such costs shall 
include all reasonable costs, charges and expenses 


incurred in summoning, returning and impanelling 
the jury taking the enquiry, the attendance of 
witnessess, the employment of Counsel and Attor- 
nies, the recording the verdict and judgment there- 
on and otherwise incident to such inquiry. 

XXXVIII. And it is enacted, that if any 
such costs shall be payable by the said Commies 
sioners, and if within seven days after demand 
duly made at the Office of the Clerk of the said 
Commissioners such costs be not paid to the party 
entitled to receive the same they may and shall be 
recoverable by distress. and on application to any 
Magistrate of Calcutta he shall issue his warrant 
accordingly, and if any such costs shall be payable 
by the owner of any lands, buildings or tenements, 
or if any interest therein the same may be deducted 
and retained by the said Commissioners out of any 
monev awarded by the jury to such owner or deter- 
mined by the valuation of a Surveyor under the 
provision heteinafter contained, and thé payment 
or deposit of the remainder, if any of such money 
shall be deemed payment and satisfaction of the 
whole thereof, or if such costes shall exceed the 
amount of the money so awarded or determined 
the excess may and shall be recoverable by distress, 
and on application to any Magistrate of Calcutta 
he shall issue his warrant accordingly. 


XXXIX. And it is enacted, that if either 
party in such case of disputed compensation as 
aforesaid, desire such question to be tried before a 
special jury, euch question shall be go tried, pro- 
vided, that notice of such desire if given by the 
ather party be given to the said Commissioners 
before they have issued their warrant as aforesaid 
to the Sheriff. and for that purpose the said Com- 
missioners shall by their warrant to the Sheriff re- 
quire him to nominate a special jury of five jurors 
for such trial, andthereupon the Sheriff shall as 
goon as conveniently may be after the receipt by 
him of such warrant summon the said Commis- 
rioners, and the said other party to appear before 
him by themselves or their Attornies at some conve- 
nient time and place to beappointed by him for the 
purpose of nominating a special jury (not being 
less than five nor more than eight days from the 
service of such summons) and at the time and 
place so appointed the said Sheriff shall proceed to, 
nominate and strike a special jury in the manner 
in which such juries shall be required by the Rules 
and Orders of the said Supreme Court for trials 
in the said Court, except as far as such Rules may 
be inconsistent with the number of which the juries 
under this Act are to consist, and the said Sheriff 
shall appoint a day not later than the eighth day 
after the striking of such jury for the parties or 
their agents to appear before him to reduce the 
number of such jury, and thereof shall give four 
days’ notice to the said Commissioners, and the 
said other party, and on the day so appointed the 
Sheriff shall proceed to reduce the said special 
jury to the number of eight in the manner used 
and accustomed in the said Supreme Court. 


XL. And it is*enacted, that the special jury 
on such inquiry as last aforesaid, shall consist of 
five of the said eizht who shall first appear on the 
names being called over, the said Commissioners 
and the said other party having respectively their 
lawful challenges against any of the said jurymen, 
and if a full jury of five do not appear and if after 
such challenges a full jury of five do not remain 
then upon the application of the said Commission- 
ers or of the said other party, the Sheriff shall add 
to the list of such jury the names of any other 
disinterested persons qualified to act as special or 
common jurymen in the said Supreme Court who 


shall not have been previously struck off the afore- 
said list, and who may be then in attendance 
before the said Sheriff, or can speedily be procured 
so as to complete such special jury, the said Com- 
missioners and the said other party having respec- 
tively their lawful challenges against such persons, 
and the Sheriff shall proceed to the trial and adju- 
dication of the matters in question by such jury, 
and such trial shall be attended in all respects 
with the like incidents and consequences, and the 
like penalties shall be applicable as hereinbefore 
provided in the case of a trial by a common jury. 


XLI. And it is enacted, that any other inquiry 
than that for the trial of which such special Jury 
may have been struck and reduced as atoresaid 
may be tried by such jury provided the suid Com- 
missioners ant all the other parties interested 
therein respectively shall give their consent to 
such trial. 

XLII. And it is enacted, that where the pur- 
chase money or compensation to be paid by the 
said Commissioners for any landa, buildings or 
tenements to be purchased or used by the said 
Commissioners shall be payable to any person 
who by reason of absence from the Presidency of 
Bengal is p evented from treating, or who cannot 
after diligent inquiry be found, or who shall not 
appear at the time appointed for the inquiry betore 
the jury as hereinafter provided after due notice 
thereof given to him, such purchase money or 
such compensation to be paid for any permanent 
injury to such lands, buildings or tenements shall 
be such as shall be determined by the valuation 
of such able practical Surveyor as two of the 
Magistrates of Calcutta aforesaid shall nominate 
for that purpose as hereinafter provided, 


XLII. And it is enacted, that upon applica- 
tion of the said Commissioners two of the Magis- 
trates of Calcutta aforesaid, and upon such proof 
as shall be satisfactory to them that any such party 
is by reason of absence prevented from treating, 
or cannot after diligent inquiry be found, or that 
such party failed to appear on such inquiry before 
A jury as aforesaid afver due notice given to him 
for that purpose, such Magistrates shall by writing 
under their hands nominate an able practical Sur- 
veyor, approved by the said Commissioners, to 
determine the amount of such purchase money or 
compensation as aforesaid, and such Surveyor shall 
determine the same accordingly, and shall annex 
to his valuation a declaration in writing signed by 
him of the correctness thereof. 


XLIV. And it is enacted, that before any 
such Surveyor shall enter upon the duty of making 
such valuation as aforesaid he shall in the presence 
of such Magistrates, or one of them, make and 
subscribe the declaration following at the foot of 
such nomination by the said Magistrates as afure- 
said, that is to say— 

I, A. B., do solemnly and sincerely declare, that 
1 will faithfully, impartially and honestly, accord- 


ing to the best of my skill and ability execute’ 


the duty of making the valuation hereby referred 


to me. 

A. B. 
Made and subscribed 
in the presence of 
Cc. D. 


And if any such Surveyor shall corruptly make 
such declaration, or having made such declaration, 
shall wilfully act contrary thereto he shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanout. 


‘XLV. And it is enacted, that the said nomi- 
pation and declaration ehall be annexed to the 


valuation to he made by such Surveyor and shall 
be preserved together therewith by the Clerk to 
the said Commissioners, and he shail at all reason- 
able times produce at his office the said valuation 
and o.her documents on demand to the owner of 
lands, buildings or tenements comprized in such 
valuation and to all other parties interested therein. 

XLVI. And it is enacted, that in estimating 
the purchase money or compensation to be paid 
by the said Commissioners in any of the cases 
aforesaid regard shall be had by the Mazistrates, 
Arbitrators or Surveyors, as the case may be, not 
only to the value of the lands, buildings or tene- 
ments tobe purchased by the said Commission- 
ers, but also to the damage if any to be sustained 
by the owners of the lands, buildings or tenements 
by reason of the severing of the said lands. build- 
ings or tenements taken from other land,, build- 
ings or teuements of such owner, or otherwise in- 
juriously affecting such other lands, buildings or 
tenements by the exercise of the powers of this 
Act. 

XLVI. And it is enacted, that where the 
compensation payable in respect of any lands, 
buildings or premisea, or any interest therein, 
shall have been ascertained by the valuation of a 
Surveyor and deposited as hereafter provided by 
reason that the owner of or party entitled to convey 
such lands, buildings and tenements, or such inter- 
est therein as aforesaid, could not be found or was 
absent, and such owner or party shall be dissatis- 
fied with such valuation it shall be lawful for him 
before he shall have applied as hereinafter provid- 
ed for payment or investment of the monies so de- 
posited under the provisions herein contained, by 
Notice in writing to the said Commissioners to re- 
quire the question of such compensation to be 
submitted to arbitration, and thereupon the same 
shallbe so submitted accordingly in the same 
manner as in other cases of disputed compensa- 
tion hereinbefore authorized or required to be 
eubmitted to arbitration. 

XLVIII. And it is enacted, that the ques- 
tion to be submitted to the arbitrators in the case 
last aforesaid shall be whether the said sum so de- 
posited as aforesaid by the said Commissioners 
was a sufficient sum, or whether any and what 
further sum ought to be puid or deposited by 
them. 

XLIX. And it is enacted, that if the arbitra- 
tors shall award a further sum to be paid or de- 
posited by the said Commissioners they shall pay 
or deposit, as the case may require, such further 
sum within fourteen days after the making of such 
award, or in default thereof the same may be re- 
covered with costs by action or suit in the said 
Supreme Court. 

L. And itis enacted, that if the arbitrators 
shall determine that the sum so paid or deposited 
was sufficient the costs of and incident to such ar- 
bitration to be determined by the arbitrators, shall 
be in the discreti: n of the arbitrators, but if the 
arbitrators shall determine that a further sum 
ought to be paid or deposited by the said Com- 
missioners all the costs of and incident to the ar- 
bitration shall be borne by the said Commissioners, 


LI. Andit is enacted, that if any party shall 
be entitled to any compensation in respect of any 
lands, buildings or tenements, or of any interest 
therein which shall have been taken for or injuri- 
ously affected by the execution of the works of the 
suid Commissioners, and for which the said Com- 
missioners shall not bave made satisfaction under 
the provisions of this Act, such party may have 
the same settled either by arbitration or by the 


verdict of a jury as he shall think fir; and if the 
said party desire to have the same settled by arbi- 
tration it shall be lawful for him to give notice in 
writing to the said Comm ssioners of such his 
desire, stating in such notice the nature of the 
interest in such lands, buildings or tenements in 
respect of which he claims compensation and the 
amount of the compensation 8o claimed therein, 
and unless the said Commissioners, be willing to 
pay the amount of the compengation so claimed, 
and shall enter into a written agreement for that 
purpose within twenty-one days after the receipt 
of any such notice from any party so entitled, the 
same shall be secled by arbitration in the manner 
herein provided, or if the party so entitled as 
aforesaid desire to have such question of compen- 
sation settled by jury it shall b+ lawful for him = to 
give notice in writing of such his desire to the said 
Commissioners, stating such particulars as afore- 
said, and unless the said Commissioners be willing 
to pay the amount of compensation so claimed 
and enter into a written agreement for that 
purpose, they shall within twenty-one days alter 
the receipt of such notice issue thetr warrant to 
the Sheriff to summon a jury for settling the same 
in the manner herein provided, and in’ default 
thereof they sha!l be liable to pay to the party s> 
entitled as aforesaid the amount of the compensa- 
tion so claimed, and the same may be recovered by 
him by action of debt or on the case in the said 
Supreme Court. 

LHI. And it is enacted, that so soon as the 
amount of the purchase money or compensation 
to be paid by the said Commissioners in respect 
of any lands, houses, tenements or heredita- 
ments, or any interest therein, shall be ascer- 
tained, fixed. awarded or setiled in any of the 
modes sanctioned and appointed by this Act as 
aforesaid, if the said lands, houses, tenements 
or hereditaments shall have been purchased or 
taken by the said Commissioners from any per- 
son or persons not entitled to sell or convey the 
game except under the provisions of this Act as 
being tenant for life or in tail, married women, 
guardian, committee, trustee, executor or ad- 
ministiator, or person having a partial or quali- 
fied interest therein, or who shall refuse to ac- 
cept such purchase money or compensation, or 
neglect or fail to make outa title to such lands, 
houses, tenements or hereditaments, or to the 
interest therein claimed by him to the sitisfac- 
tion of the said Commissioners, or shall refuse 
to convey or release the same, or shall be absent 
from the Presidency of Bengal, or cannot after 
diligent enquiry be found, the said Commis- 
sioners are hereby empowered and required 
forthwith to invest the said purchase money or 
amount of compensati‘n in some of the Securi- 
ties or Promissory Notes of the East India 
Company, commonly called Company’s Paper, 
at the current price of the day, and to deposit 
the same with the Government Agent at Fort 
William aforesaid, in the name and with the 
privity uf the Accountant General of the said 
Supreme Court to be placed by him to the 
account of auch Accountant General to the 
credit of the parties interested, or who may be 
or become interested in such lands, houses, 
tenements or hereditaments, describing both 
them and the said parties so far as the said 
Commissioners can do pursuant to the course of 
proceeding in the said Court under the Rules, 
Orders and Regulations of the said Court, re- 
, garding monies paid into the said Court in mat- 
ters and causes depending before it on ita Equi- 
ty side, aud such Securities shall remain so de- 


posited and the interest thereon shall be regu- 
larly received by the said Government Agent 
and credited to the said account, and when and 
so often as the suid interest so received by the 
eald Government Agevt shall amount to a suf- 
ficient sum for that purpose such interest shall 
be invested by the said Government Agent from 
time to time in other such Securities as afore- 
said, and such monies, principal and interest, 
shall remain eo invested and deposited until the 
same be applied under the authority of the said 
Court upoo the petition of the party who would 
have been entitled to the rents and profits of the 
lands, houses, tenements and hereditaments in 
respect of which such monies shall have been 
deposited to some one or more of the following 
purposes, that is to sa,—In the discharge of any 
debt or incumbiance affecting the lands, tene- 
ments and hereditaments iv respect of which 
such money shall have been paid or affecting 
vther lends settled therewith to the s&me, or the 
like uses, trusts or purposes, or in the purchase 
of other lands, tenements or hereditaments to 
be conveyed, limited and settled upon the like 
uses, trusts and purposes, and in the same man- 
ner as the lands, tenements or hereditaments in 
respect of which such money shall have been 
paid, stood settled, or if such money shall be 
paid in respect of any buildings taken under 
the authority of this Act, or injured by the 
proximity of the works in removing or replacing 
such buildings or substituting others in their 
stead, or in payment to any person who shall 
become absolutely entitled to such money, and 
until such monies can or shall be so applied, 
the interest, dividends and annual proceeds of 
such Company’s Paper shall and may upon the 
like petition and order be paid to the party or 
parties who would for the time being have been 
entitled to receive the rents and profits of the 
said lands, houses, tenements and hereditaments. 


LIT. And it is enacted, that where any pur- 
chase money ur compensation paid as aforesaid 
under the provisions of this Act shall have been 
paid in respect of any lease for a life or lives, or 
years, or any estate in lands, tenements or here- 
ditaments less than the whole fee simple thereof, 
or in respect of any reversion dependent on any 
suck lease or estate, it shall be lawful for the eaid 
Supreme Court on the petition of any party inter- 
ested in such money to order that the same shall 
be laid out, invested, accumulated and paid in such 
manner as the said Court may consider will give 
to the parties interested in such money the same 
benefit therefrom as they might lawfully have had 
from the lease, estate or reversion in respect of 
which such money shall have been paid or as near 
thereto as may be. 


LIV. And it is enacted, that upon payment 
or deposit in manner hereinbefore mentioned of 
the purchase money or compensation agreed or 
awarded to be paid in respect of any lands, teno- 
ments or hereditaments purchased or taken by 
the said Commissioners under the provisions of 
this Act, the owners of and all parties by this 
Act enabled to sell or convey such lands. tene- 
ments and hereditaments shall when required co 
to do by the said Commissioners, duly convey 
such lands to the said Commissioners, or as they 
shall direct, and in default thereof, or if such 
party fail to adduce a good title to such lands, 
tenements and hereditamen's to the satisfaction 
of the said Commissioners jt shall be lawful for 
the said Commissioners if they think fit to exe- 
cute a deed of sale under their common seal, con- 


taining a description of the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments in respect of which such default 
shall be made, and reciting the purchase or taking 
thereof, and the names of the parties from 
whom the same were purchased or taken, and 
the payment made in respect thereof, and de- 
claring the fact of such defanlt having been 
made, and thereupon all the estate and interest 
in such lands, tenements and hereditaments of, 
or capable of being sold and conveyed by the 
arty with whom the said Commissioner shall 
ave made such agreement, or to whom such pur- 
chase money or compensation shall have been 
awarded by a jury or by arbitrators, or by a Sur- 
veyor appointed by any Magistrate or Magis- 
trates, or as hereinbefore provided shall vest ah<o- 
lutely in the said Commissioners, and as avainst 
such parties and all parties*on behalf of whom 
they are fiereinbefore enabled to sell and convey 
the said Commissioners shall be entitled to im- 
mediate possession of such lands, tenements and 
hereditaments. 

LV. And it is enacted, that if the owner of 
any such lands, tenements and hereditaments 
purchased or taken by the said Commissioners, 
or of any interest therein, on tender of the pur- 
chase money or compensation agreed or award- 
ed to be paid in respect thereof, shall refuse to 
accept the same, or neglect or fail to make out 
a title to such lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments, or to the interest therein claimed by him 
to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners, or 
if he refuse to convey or release such lands, 
tenements and hereditaments as directed and re. 
quired by the said Commissioners, or if any such 
owner be absent from the Preridency of Ben- 
gal, or cannot after diligent inquiry be found 
or fail to appear on the inquiry before a jury 
as hereinbefore provided, it shall be lawful for 
the said Commissioners to place the purchase 
money or compensation payable in respect of such 
lands, tenements and hereditaments, or any inter- 
est therein to the credit of the parties interest- 
ed in such lands, tenements and hereditaments 
(the said parties being described so far as the 
said Commissioners can describe them) subject to 
the control and disposition of the said Supreme 
Court, and it shall be lawful for the said Com- 
missioners if they shall think fit to execute a 
deed of sale under their common seal contain- 
ing a description of the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments in respect whereof such purchase 
money or compensation shall have been placed 
to credit, and declaring the circumstances under 
which and the names of the parties to whose 
credit such purchase money or compensation shall 
have been placed, and thereupon all the estate 
and interest in such lands, tenements and heredi- 
taments of the parties for whose use and in respect 
whereof such purchase money or compensation 
shall have been placed to credit, shall vest abso- 
lutely in the said Commissioners and as against: 
.guch parties they shall be entitled to immediate 
possession of such lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments. 

LVI. And it is enacted, that upon the appli- 
cation by petition of any party making claim to 
the money so placed to credit as last aforesaid, 
or any part thereof, or to the lands, buildings or 
tenements in respect whereof the same shall have 
been so placed to credit, or any part of such lande, 
buildings or tenements, or any interest in the 
same the said Supreme Court on its Equity side 
may in a summary way as to the said Court shall 
seem fit, order such money to be laid out or invest- 
ed in Company's Paper and deposited as aforesaid 


with the said Government Agent, and may order 
distribution thereof or payment of the interest 
thereof according to the reepective estates, titles 
or interests of the parties making claim to such 
money, lands, buildings or tenements, or any part 
thereof, and may make such otber order in the 
premises as to the said Court shall seem just. 

LVI]. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall not he deemed necessary or come 
petent parties to any such proceeding in the said 
Supreme Court, but that due notice shall be given 
according to the course and practice of the said 
Court in matters before it by summary petition 
by the party or parnes petitioning to all other 
parties interested t» whom it shall be competent 
to appear in such summary suit to defend and 
maintain thei: respective right and interests. 

LVUII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners may with the consent of the said 
Governor sell and d spose of any lands or tene- 
ments vested in them by virtue of this Act, or any 
part thereof either together or in parcels as they 
may find most convenient and advantageous and 
the money to arise and to be produced by such 
sale shall be applied to tuch of the purposes of 
this Act or Act No. XVI. of 1847, as the said 
Commissioners shall think fit, and the purchaser 
of such lands or tevements shall not be answerable 
or accountable for any misapplica.ion or non- 
application of such purchase money; and for the 
completing and carrying any such gale into effect 
the said Commissioners may make and execute a 
conveyance of the Janda and tenements sold and 
disposed of as aforesaid unto the purchaser thereof 
and such conveyance shall be under the common 
seal of the said Commissioners 


LIX. And it is enacted, that in every con- 
veyance of lands to be made by the said Com- 
missioners under this Act the word “ grant” shall 
Operate as express covenants by the said Con- 
missioners for themselves and their successors 
with the respective grantees therein named, and 
their Successors, Heirs, Executors, Administrators 
or Assigns, as the case may be, according to the 
quality and nature of such grants, and of the 
estate or interest therein expressed to be thereby 
conveyed as follows except as far as the eame shall 
be restrained or limited by express words contain- 
ed in any such conveyance (that is to say) A 
covenant that notwithstanding any act or default 
done by the said Commissioners. they were at the 
time of the execution of such conveyance under 
and by virtue of the provisions of this Act possess- 
ed of the lands or premises granted thereby for an 
indefeasible estate of inheritance in fee simple free 
from all encumbrances done or occasioned by them 
or otherwise for such estate or interest as therein 
expressed to be thereby granted free from encum- 
branceg done or occasioned by them. 


LX. And in order to raise money for defray- 
ing the expenses incurred or to be incurred by 
the said Commissioners in carrying into effect the 
provisions of this Act or of Act No. XVI. of 1847, 
it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, and they are hereby authorized 
subject in each case to the approval of the Gover- 
nor aforesaid to be signified in writing, to borrow 
and take up at interest on the credit of the rates, 
taxes and duties authorized to be made, levied and 
received by the said Commissioners from any per- 
son who shall be willing to advance the same the 
eum and sume of money necessary for defraying 
the costs, charges and expenses incurred or to be 
incurred by the eaid Commissioners in carrying 
into effect with the least possible delay the pro- 


visions of this Act or of Act No, XVI of 1847, and 
for securing the repayment of such sum or sums of 
money with such interest thereon as shall be 
agreed upon between the said Commissioners, and 
the person or persons lending or advancing the 
same, the said Commissioners may mortgage and 
assign over the said rates, taxes, tolls and duties, 
or any part thereof to the person or persons who 
shall advance such money, or to a ‘Trustee or 
‘Trustees on his or their behalf as security for the 
money so to be borrowed, together with interest 
upon the same, and no assessment, tax, toll or 
duty over which any such mortgage shall have 
been granted shall be repealed in whole or in 
part until such mortgage shall be paid off unless 
by the consent in writing of auch mortgagee. 

LXI. And it is enacted, that in order to dis- 
charge the principal money of anysuchsum or sums 
of money as shall be borrowed on security of the 
assessments, taxes and duties aforesaid, it shall be 
lawful fur the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby authorized and required yearly and every 
year to deduct, appropriate and set apart, and 
apply out of the rates aforesaid such a sum of 
money as shall be in proportion to one-thirtieth 
part of the money borrowed or secured, and which 
at that time shall remain due and secured as afore- 
said upon the said assessments, taxes and duties 
as and for a Sinking Fund to be applied in paying 
off and discharging the principal monies so borrow- 
ed or secured, and from time to time cause the 
amount of such Sinking Fund to be invested in 
the Securities of the East India Company called 
Company’s Paper, and such Company’s Paper to 
be deposited from time to time in the hands of the 
Government Agent, who is hereby empowered and 
required to increase the same by investing the 
interest payable thoreon as the same shall be- 
come due and payable in the purchase of other 
Company’s Paper, and so on from time to time so 
that the said Sinking Fund shall accumulate at 
compound interest until the same shall be of 
sufficient amount to pay off the said principal debts, 
or one of them or some part of some one of them at 
which time the same shall be so applied in paying 
off the same in manner hereinafter mentioned. 

LXII. And it is enacted, that every mortgage 
of assessments, taxes and duties authorized to be 
made under the provisions of this Act shall be 
by deed iu which the consideration shall be truly 
stated, and every such deed shall be under the 
common seal of the said Commissioners, and signed 
by three of them at the least at one of their 
annual, quarterly or special meetings and may 
be according to the form in the Schedule [A] 
to this Act annexed, or to the like effect, and 
the respective mortgagees shall be entitled one 
with another to their respective proportions of the 
assessmente, taxes, tolls and duties comprised in 
such mortgages according to the respective sums 
which in such mortgayes are mentioned to be 
advanced by such mortgagees respectively, and to 
be repaid the sums so advanced with intereat 
without any preference one above another by 
reason of prionty of advance, or of the date of any 
such mortgage respectively. 

LXIII. “And it is enacted, that the expenses 
of every mortgage shall from time to sime be 
defrayed by the said Commissioners out of the 
money raised by the same. 


LXIV. And it is enacted, that a Register of 
all the said mortgages shall be kept by the Clerk 
of the said Commissioners, and within fourteen 
days after the date of any mortgage an entry or 
memorial specifying the number and date of such 


mortgage, and the sum secured thereby and the 
names of the parties thereto with their proper 
additions shall be made in the said Register, and 
the said Register may be perused atall reasonable 
times by any mortgagee or by any person interest- 
ed in any such mortgage without fee or reward. 

LXV. And it is enacted, that from time to 
time any party entitled to any such mortgage may 
transfer his right and interest therein to any 
other person, and every such trausfer shall ve 
by deed wherein the consideration shall be truly 
stated, and every such transfer may be accordiig 
to the form in the Schedule B to this Act annexed 
or to the like effect. 

LXVI. And it is enacted, that within thirty 
days after the date of every such transfer if 
executed within the territaries subject to the 
Government of the East India Company, or 
otherwise, within thirty days after the. arrival 
thereof within the said territories, it shall be pro- 
duced to the said Clerk, and thereupon the said 
Clerk shall make an entry or memorial thereof in 
the Register aforesaid in the same manner as in 
the case of an original mortgage, and fur such 
entry the said Clerk may demand and receive a 
fee not exceeding Iwo Rupees, and after such 
entry every such transfer shall entitle the 
transferee, his Exeeutors, Administrators and 
Assigns to the full benefit of the original mortgage, 
and the principal and interest secured thereby, 
and such transferee may in like manner assign or 
transfer the same again and toties quoties, and it 
shall nut be in the power of any person except 
the person to whom the said mortgage shall have 
been lust transferred, his IXxxecutors, or Adminis- 
trators or Assigns to make void, release or dis- 
charge the origiual mortgage, or the monies due 
thereon or secured thereby. 

LXVII. And it is enacted, that from and 
after the payment or satisfaction of all the prin- 
cipal and interest of monies secured by any 
mortgage made under the powers of this Act all 
the estate, property, right and interest by such 
mortgage vested in the mortgagee, his Heirs, Kx- 
ecutors, Administrators or Assigns shall without 
any transfer or release, or any other act or deed 
whatsoever immediately cease and determine.

The following Act passed by the Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Council on the 18th of Decem- 
ber 1847, is hereby promulgated for general in- 


formation. 
Acr No, XX. or 1847. 


An Act for the encouragement of learning in the 
Terrifories sulyect to the Government of the 
East India Company. by defining and providing 
for the enforcement of the righi culled Copyright 
therein. 

Whereas doubts may exist whether the right 
called Copyright can be enforced by the Common 
Law of England in those parts of the Territories 
subject. to the Government of the East India 
Company into which the Common Law of Eng- 
Jand has been introduced : 


And whereas doubts may exist whether the 
said right can be enforced by virtue of the prin- 
ciples of equity and good conscience in the other 
parts of the Territorics subject to the Govern- 
ment of the East India Company : 


And whereas for the encouragement of learning 
it is desirable that the existence of the auid right 
should be placed beyond doubt, and that the said 
right should be made capable of easy enforcement 
in every part of the said Territories : 

And whereas it is doubtfnl whether the Act of 
Parliament 5 and 6, Victoria, C. 45, entitled “ an 
Act to amend the Law of Copyright,” although 
such Act extend to every part of the British Do- 
minions, has made appropriate and sufficient pro- 
vision for the enforcement in every part of the 
said Territories subject to the Government of the 
East India Company of the said right by proprie- 
tors thereof: and whether the said Act of Parlia- 
ment has made provision for the enforcement of 
the said right by or against any persons not being 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Courts establish- 
ed by Her Majesty’s Charter: 

I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that the 
Copyright in every book published in the life-time 
of its author within the said Territories afte: the 
passing of the Act of Parliament dand 4,Wm.4, 
C. 85, entitled “ an Act for effecting an arraage- 
ment with the Kast India Company and for the 
better government of His Majesty's Indian Terri- 
tories till the 30th day of April, 1854,” shall en- 
dure for the natural life of such author, and for 
the further term of seven years commencing at 
the time of his death and shall be the property of 
such author and his assigns: Provided always, 
that if the said term of seven years shall expire 
before the end of forty-two years from the pub- 
lication of such book, the Copyright shall in that 
case endure for such period of forty-two ycars ; 
and that the Copyright in every book published 
after the death of its author apd after the passing 
of the Act of Parliament last aforesaid shall en- 
dure for the term of forty-two years from the first 
publication thereof and shall be the property of 
the proprietor of the author’s manuscript, from 
which such book shall be first published, and his 
assigns. 


II. And whereas it is expedient to provide 
‘against the suppression of books of importance to 
the public: It is enacted, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor General in Council on complaint 
made to them that the proprietor @ the Copy- 
right in auy book published ufter the passing of 
this Act within the said Territories, has after the 
death of its author refused to republish or to

allow the republication of the same, and that by 
reason of such refusal such book may be withheld 
from the public, to grant a licence to such com- 
plainant to publish such book in such manner and 
subject to such conditions as they may think fit, 
and it shall be lawful for such complainant to pub- 
lish such book according to such licence. 


If. And it is hereby enacted, that a Book of 
Registry wherein may be registered as hereinafter 
enacted the proprietorship in the Copyright of 
books and assignments thereof, and licences affect- 
ing such Copyright, shall be kept in the office of 
the Secretary to the Government of India for the 
Home Department, and shall at all convenient, 
times be opencd to the inspection of any person on 
ache of Hight Annas for every entry which shall 

e searched for or inspected in the said book, and 
that such Officer shall whenever thereunto rea- 
sonably required, give a copy of any entry in such 
book certified under his hand, to any person re- 
quiring the same on payment to him of the sum of 
Two Rupees, and such copies so certified shall be 
received in evidence in all Courts and in all sum- 
mary proceedings, and shall be prima facie proof 
of the proprictorship or assignment of Copyright 
or licence as therein expressed, but subject to be 
rebutted by other evidence. 

IV. And it is enacted, that if any person shall 
wilfully make or cause to be made any false entry 
in the Registry Book aforesaid, or shall wilfully 
produce, or cause to be tendered in evidence any 
paper falsely purporting to be a copy of any entry 
in the said Booh, he shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanour and shall be punished with imprison- 
ment with or without hard labour for a term not 
exceeding three years. 

V. And it is enacted, that after the passing of 
this Act, it shall be lawful for the proprietor of 
Copyright in any book published, after the pass- 
ing of the said Act of Parliament 3 and 4,Wm. 4, 
C. 85, to make entry in the Registry Book of the 
title of such book, the time of the first publication, 
and the name and place of abode of the publisher 
thereof, and the name and place of abode of the 
proprietor of the Copyright of the said book, or 
of any portion of such Copyright in the form in 
that behalf given in the Schedule to this Act an- 
nexed upon payment of the sum of Two Rupees to 
the said Secretary, and thatit shall be law ful for every 
such registered proprietor to assign his interest or 
any portion of his interest therein, by making entry 
in the said Book of Registry ofsuch assignment, and 
of the name and place of abode of the Assignee 
thereof in the form given in that behalf in the 
suid Schedule on payment of the like sum; and 
such assignment so entered shall be effectual in 
Law to all intents and purposes whatsoever with- 
out being subject to any stamp or duty, and shall 
be of the same force and effect as if such assign- 
ment had been made by Deed. 


VI. And it is enacted, that if any person shall 
deem himself aggrieved by any entry made under 
colour of this Act in the said Book of Registry, it 
shall be lawful for such person to apply by motion 
to the Supreme Court of Calcutta, or if the Court 
shall not be then sitting to any Judge of such 
Court sitting in Chambers for an order that such 
entry may be expunged or varied, and that upon

any of the Courts of Judicature established by

in his notice. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that when any 
publisher or uther person shall within the said Ter- 
ritories before or at the time of the passing of this 
Act, but after the passing of the said Act of Par- 
liament 3and 4, Wm. 4, 0.85, have ppojected, con- 
ducted and carried on, or shall hereafter project, 
conduct or carry on, or be the proprietor of any 
Iincyclopurdia, Review, Magazine, Periodical work 
or work published in a series of Books or Parts, 
or any book whatsoever, and shall have employed or 
shall employ any persons to compose the same, or 
any Volumes, Parts, Essays, Articles or Portions, 
thereof for publication in, or as part of the same, 
and such Work, Volumes, Parts, Essays, Articles 
or Portions shall have been, or shall hereafter be 
composed under such employmenton the terms that 
the Copyright therein shall belong to such Pro- 
prietor, Projector, Publisher or Conductor, and

of respectively the right of publishing the same 
in aseparate form shall revert to the author for the 
remainder of the term given by this Act.  Pro- 
vided always, that during the term of twenty- 
eight years the said Proprietor, Projector, Pub- 
lisher or Conductor shall not publish auy such 
Essay, Article or Portion separately or singly 
without the consent previously obtained of the 
author thereof or his assigns: Provided also, 
that nothing herein contained shall alter or affect 
the right of any person who shall have been or 
shall be so employed as aforesaid to publish any 
such his composition in a separate form who by 
any contract, express or implied, may have re- 
rerved or may hereafter reserve to himself such 
right, but every author reserving, retaining or 
having such righf shall be entitled to the Copy- 
right in such composition when published in a 
Separate form according to this Act without. pre- 
judice to the right of such Proprietor, Projector, 
Publisher or Conductor as aforesaid. 

XI. Anditis hereby enacted, that the Pro- 
prietor of the Copyright in any Encyclopocdia, 
Review, Magazine, Periodical work or other work 
published in a series of Books or Parts shall be 
entitled to all the benefits of the Registration in 
the Office pt the Secretary to the Government of 
India forthe Home Department, under this Act, 
on entering in the said Book of Registry the title 
of such Encyclopwdia, Review, Periodical work 
or other work published in a series of Books or 
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Parts, the time of the first publication of the first 
Volume, Number or Part thereof, or of the first 
Volume, Number or Part first published after the 
passing of this Act in any such work which shall 
have been published heretofore, and after the 

assing of the said Act of Parliament 3 and 4, 
William 4, C. 85, and the name and place of 
abode of the Proprietor thereof and of the Pub- 
lisher thereof when such Publisher shall not also 
be the Proprietor thereof. 


XII. And it is enacted, that all copies of any 
Book wherein there shall be Copyright, and of 
which entry shall have been made in the said Re- 
gistry Book and which shall have been unlawfully 
printed without the consent of the Registered 
Proprietor gf such Copyright in writing under his 
hand first obtained shall be deemed to be the pro- 
perty of the Proprietor of such Copyright and who 
shall be registered as such, and such Registered 
Proprietor shall, after demand thereof in writing, 
be entitled to sue for and recover the same or 
damages for the detention thereof. 


XIII. And it is enacted, that if the case be

And it is enacted, that no Proprietor of 
Copyright in any book first published after the

have and recover his full ¢osts for which he shall 
have the same remedy as a defendant in any case 
by Law hath in the said last-mentioned Courts. 


XVI. And it is enacted, that all actions, suits, 
bills, indictments, informations and other criminal 
proceedings for any offence which shall be com- 
mitted against this Act shall be brought, sued and 


commenced within twelve calendar months next 
after such offence committed, or else the same 
shall he void and of none effect. 


XVII. Provided always and it is enacted, that 
nothing in this Act contained shall affect, alter or 
vary any right subsisting at the time of passing this 
Act except as herein expressly enacted; and all 
contracts, agreements and obligations made and

Criminal Business of the said Court, at the same 


time when the other Judges or Judge, as the case 


may be, of the said Court shall be sitting for the 
despatch of Business in the said Supreme Ceart, 


and that all Proceedings whatever go had by ayd ’ 
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before such Judge, so sitting apart for the purpose 
aforesaid, shall be good, valid and effectual in the 
Law to all intents and purposes as fully as if the 
said Proceedings were had before all the Judges of 
the said Court sitting as a Court of Oyer and 
Terminer and Gaol Delivery under the Charter of 
the said Court.

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish acNotice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the [xpress. 

2d.—By the last Express | dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta ; but lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a liet of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from Engiand marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 folas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 


gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- ‘ 


tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
l receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

KX XIX. And it is enacted, that if the said 
Sheriff make default in any matter hereinbefore 
required to be done by him in relation to any such 
trial or inquiry as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of Five Hundred Rupees for every 
such offence, and such penalty shall be recoverable 
by the said Commissioners by an action of debt or 
on the case in the said Supreme Court, and if any 
person summoned or returned upon any jury 
under this Act, whether common or special, do not 
appear, or if appearing do refuse to make such 
Jawful oath or affirmation as the said Sheriff may 
require, or in any other manner wilfully neglect 
his duty, he shall unless he shew reasonable ex- 
cuse for the said default or neglect to the satisfac- 
tion of the said Sheriff forfeit a sum not exceeding 
One Hundred Rupees, and every such penalty as 
aforesaid payable by a Sheriff or yuryman as afore-

forfeit and pay to the party aggrieved thereby a 
sim not exceeding One Hundred Rupees, and that 
any person examined on oath or affirmation touch- 
ing the subject matter in dispute who shall wilfully 
and falsely state any matter which if wilfully and 
falsely stated by such person in any Court of 
Justice in which such subject matter might be in 
dispute, would amount to wilful and corrupt per- 
jury, shall be guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury. 


XXX. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall give to all parties interested in any 
lands, buildings or tenements concerning or relating 
to which an inquiry hath been appointed to be held 
by the said Sheriff notice of the time and place of 
such inquiry, not less than ten days before the 
same is to be held. and the said notice shall be in 
writing, and shall be served on each of the said 
parties personally or left at his last known place of 
abode in the said Town, or if he have no such 
place of abode then the said notice of every such 
person shall be twice publicly advertised in one or 
mote of the Newspapers published within the said 

own. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that if at any such 
inguiry any party claiming compensation shal] fail 
to appear in person, or by his Counsel or Agent, 
such inquiry shall not be proceeded with so far as 
concerns the compensation claimed by such absent 
party, but the compensation to be paid by the said 
Commissioners to such absent party shall be settled 
and determined by a Surveyor to be named and 
appointed by any two of the Magistrates of Cal- 
cutta without prejudice to such inquiry then and 
there proceeding before such Sheriff so far as con- 
cerns any compensation claimed by any other party 
or parties interested in such compensation in 
respect of the same premises who shall so appear.

And it is enacted, that the special jury 
on such inquiry a$ last aforesaid, shall consist of 
five of the said eight who shall first appear on the 
names being called over, the said Commissioners 
and the said other party having respectively their 
lawful challenges against any of the said jurymen, 
and if a full jury of five do not appear and iP after 
such challenges a full jury of five do not remain 
then upon the application of the said Commission- 
ers or of the said other party, the Sheriff shall add 
to the list of such jury the names of any other 
disinterested persons qualified to act as special or 
common jurymen in the said Supreme Court who 


shall not have been-previously struck off the afore- 
said list, and who may be then in attendance 
before the said Sheriff, or can speedily be procured 
so as to complete such special jury, the said Com- 
missioners and the said other party having respec- 
tively their lawful challenges against such persons, 
and the Sheriff shall proceed to the trial and adju- 
dication of the matters in question by such jury, 
and such trial shall be attended in all respects 
with the like incidents and consequences, and the 
like penalties shall be applicable as hereinbefore 
provided in the case of a trial by a common jury. 


XLI. And it is enacted, that any other inquiry 
than that for the trial of which such special jury 
may have been struck and reduced as aforesaid 
may be tried by such jury provided the said Com- 
missioners and all the other parties interested 
therein respectively shall give their consent to 
such trial. 


XLII. And it is enacted, that where the pur- 
chase money or compensation to be paid by the 
said Commissioners for any lands, buildings or 
tenements to be purchased or used by the said 
Commissioners shall be payable to any person 
who by reason of absence from the Presidency of 
Bengal is prevented from treating, or who cannot 
after diligent inquiry be found, or who shall not 
appear at the time appointed for the inquiry before 
the jury as hereinafter provided after due notice 
thereof given to him, such purchase money or 
such compensation to be paid for any permanent 
injury to such lands, buildings or tenements shall 
be such as shall be determined by the valuation 
of such able practical Surveyor as two of the 
Magistrates of Calcutta aforesaid shall nominate 
for that purpose as hereinafter provided. 


XLII. And it is enacted, that upon applica- 
tion of the said Commissioners two of the Magis- 
trates of Calcutta aforesaid, and upon such proof 
as shall be satisfactory to them that any such party 
is by reason of absence prevented from treating, 
or cannot after diligent inquiry be found, or that 
such party failed to appear on such inquiry before 
a jury as aforesaid after due notice given to him 
for that purpose, such Magistrates shall by writing 
under their hands nominate an able practical Sur- 
veyor, approved by the said Commissioners, to 
determine the amount of such purchase money or 
compensation as aforesaid, and such Surveyor shall 
determine the same accordingly, and shall annex 
to his valuation a declaration in writing signed by 
him of the correctness thereof. 


XLIV. And it is enacted, that before any 
such Surveyor shall enter upon the duty of making 
such valuation as aforesaid he shall in the presence 
of such Magistrates, or one of them, make and 
subscribe the declaration following at the foot of 
such nomination by the said Magistrates as afore- 
said, that 1s to say— 

I, A. B., do solemnly and sincerely declare, that 
J will faithfully, impartially and honestly, accord- 
ing to the best of my skill and ability execute 
the duty of making the valuation hereby referred 
to me.

And if any such Surveyor shall corruptly make 
such declaration, or having made such declaration, 
shall wilfully act contrary thereto he shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanour. 
XLV. And it is enacted, that the said nomi- 
nation and declaration ehall be annexed to the 
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valuation to he made by such Surveyor and shall 
be preserved together therewith by the Clerk to 
the said Commissioners, and he shall at all reason- 
able times produce at hie office the said valuation 
and other documents on demand to the owner of 
lands, buildings or tenements comprized in such 
valuation and to all other parties interested therein. 

ALVI. And it is enacted, that in estimating 
the purchase money or compensation to be paid 
by the said Commissioners in any of the cases 
aforesaid regard shall be had by the Magistrates, 
Arbitrators or Surveyors, as the case may be, not 
only to the value of the lands, buildings or tene- 
ments to be purchased by the said Commission- 
ers, but also to the damage if any to be sustained 
by the owners of the lands, buildings or tenements 
by reason of the severing of the said lands, build- 
ings or tenements taken from other lands, build- 
ings or tenements of such owner, or otherwise in- 
juriously affecting such other lands, buildings or 
tenements by the exercise of the powers of this 
Act. 

ALVII, And it is enacted, that where the 
compensation payable in respect of any lands, 
buildings or premisea, or any interest therein, 
shall have been ascertained by the valuation of a 
Surveyor and deposited as hereafter provided by 
reason that the owner of or party entitled to convey 
such lands, buildings and tenements, or such inter- 
est therein as aforesaid, could not be found or was 
absent, and such owner or party shall be dissatis- 
fied with such valuation it shall be lawful for him 
before he shall have applied as hereinafter provid- 
ed for payment or investment of the monies so de- 
posited under the provisions herein contained, by 
notice in writing to the said Commissioners to re- 
quire the question of such compensation to be 
submitted to arbitration, and thereupon the same 
shallbe so submitted accordingly in the same 
manner as in other cases of disputed compensa- 
tion hereinbefore authorized or required to be 
submitted to arbitration. 

XLVIII. And it is enacted, that the ques- 
tion to be submitted to the arbitrators in the vase 
last aforesaid shall be whether the said sum so de- 
posited as aforesaid by the said Commissioners 
was a sufficient sum, or whether any and what 
further sum ought to be paid or deposited by 
them. 

XLIX. And it is enacted, that if the arbitra- 
tors shall award a further sum to be paid or de- 
posited by the said Commissioners they shall pay 
or deposit, as the case may require, such further 
sum within fourteen days after the making of such 
award, or in default thereof the same may be re 
covered with costs by action or suit in the said 
Supreme Court. 

And it is enacted, that if the arbitrators 
shall determine that the sum so paid or deposited 
was sufficient the costs of and incident to such ar- 
bitration to be determined by the arbitrators, shall 
be in the discretion of the arbitrators, but if the 
arbitrators shall determine that a further sum 
ought to be paid or deposited by the said Com- 
missioners all the costs of and incident to the ar- 
bitration shall be borne by the said Commissioners. 


LI. Andit is enacted, that if any party shall 
be entitled to any compensation in respect of any 
lands, buildings or tenements, or of any interest 
therein which shall have been taken for or injuri- 
ously affected by. the execution of the works pf the 
suid Commissioners, and for which the said Com- 
missioners shall not have made satisfaction under 
the provisions of this Act, such party may bave 
the same settled either by arbitration or by the 


verdict of a jury as he shall think fit; and if the 
said party desire to have the same settled by arbi- 
tration it shall be lawful for him to give notice in 
writing to the said Commissioners of such his 
desire, stating in such notice the nature of the 
interest in such lands, buildings or tenements in 
respect of which he claims compensation and the 
amount of the compensation so claimed therein, 
and unless the said Commissioners, be willing to 
pay the amount of the compensation so claimed, 
and shall enter into a written agreement for that 
purpose within twenty-one days after the receipt 
of any such notice from any party so entitled, the 
same shall be settled by arbitration in the manner 
herein provided, or if the party so entitled as 
aforesaid desire to have such question of compen- 
sation settled by jury it shall be lawful for him to 
give notice in writing of such his desire to the said 
Commissioners, stating such particulars as afore- 
said, and ‘unless the said Commissioners be willing 
to pay the amount of compensation so claimed 
and enter into a written agreement for that 
purpose, they shall within twenty-one days after 
the receipt of such notice issue their warrant to 
the Sheriff to summon a jury for settling the same 
in the manner herein provided, and in default 
thereof they shall be liable to pay to the party so 
entitled as aforesaid the amount of the compensa- 
tion so claimed, and the same may be recovered by 
him by action of debt or on the case in the said 
Supreme Court. 

LII. And it is enacted, that so soon as the 
amount of the purchase money or compensation 
to be paid by the said Commissioners in respect 
of any lands, houses, tenements or heredita- 
ments, or any interest therein, shall be ascer- 
tained, fixed, awarded or settled in any of the 
modes sanctioned and appointed by this Act as 
aforesaid, if the said lands, houses, tenements 
or hereditaments shall have been purchased or 
taken by the said Commissioners from any per- 
gon or persons not entitled to sell or convey the 
same except under the provisions of this Act as 
being tenant for life or in tail, married women, 
guardian, committee, trustee, executor or ad- 
ministrator, or person having a partial or quali- 
fied interest therein, or who shall refuse to ac- 
cept such purchase money or compensation, or 
neglect or fail to make outa title to such lands, 
houses, tenements or hereditaments, or to the 
interest therein claimed by him to the sitisfac- 
tion of the said Commissioners, or shall refuse 
to convey or release the same, or shall be absent 
from the Presidency of Bengal, or cannot after 
diligent enquiry be found, the said Commis- 
sioners are hereby empowered and required 
forthwith to invest the said purchase money or 
amount of compensation in some of the Securi- 
ties or Promissory Notes of the East India 
Company, commonly called Company’s Paper, 
at the current price of the day, and to deposit 
the same with the Government Agent at Fort 
William aforesaid, in the name and with the 
privity of the Accountant General of the said 
Supreme Court to be placed by him to the 
account of such Accountant General to the 
credit of the parties interested, or who may be 
or become interested in such lands, houses, 
tenements or hereditaments, describing both 
them and the said parties so far as the said 
Comtfissioners ca do purauant to the course of 
proceeding in the said Court under the Rules, 
Orderg and Regulations of the said Court, re- 
garding monies paid into the said Court in mat- 
ters and causes depending before it on its Equi- 
ty side, and such Securities shall remain so de- 
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posited and the interest thereon shall be regu- 
larly received by the said Government Agent 
and credited to the said account, and when and 
so often asthe said interest so received by the 
said Government Agent shall amount to a suf- 
ficient sum for that purpose such interest shall 
be invested by the said Government Agent from 
time to time in other such Securities as afore- 
said, and such monies, principal and interest, 
shall remain so invested and deposited until the 
same be applied under the authority of the said 
Court upon the petition of the party who would 
have been entitled to the rents and profits of the 
lands, houses, tenements and hereditaments in 
respect of which such monies shall have been 
deposited to some une or more of the following 
purposes, that is to say—In the discharge of any 
debt or incumbrance affecting the lands, tene- 
ments and hereditaments in respect of which 
such money shall have been paid or affecting 
other lands settled therewith to the same, or the 
like uses, trusts or purposes, or in the purchase 
of other lands, tenements or hereditaments to 
be conveyed, limited and settled upon the like 
uses, trusts and purposes, and in the same man- 
ner as the lands, tenements or hereditaments in 
respect of which such money shall have been 
paid, stood settled, or if such money shall be 
paid in respect of any buildings taken under 
the authority of this Act, or injured by the 
proximity of the works in removing or replacing 
such buildings or substituting others in their 
stead, or in payment to any person who shall 
become absolutely entitled to such money, and 
until such monies can or shall be so applied, 
the interest, dividends and annual proceeds of 
such Company’s Paper shall and may upon the 
like petition and order be paid to the party or 
parties who would for the time being have been 
entitled to receive the rents and profits of the 
said lands, houses, tenements and hereditaments. 


LIT. And it is enacted, that where any pur- 
chase money or compensation paid as aforesaid 
under the provisions of this Act shall have been 
paid in respect of any lease for a life or lives, or 
years, or any estate in lands, tenemertits or here- 
ditaments less than the whole fee simple thereof, 
or in respect of any reversion dependent on any 
such lease or estate, it shall be lawful for the said 
Supreme Court on the petition of any party inter- 
ested in such money to order that the same shall 
be laid out, invested, accumulated and paid in such 
manner as the said Court may consider will give 
to the parties interested in such money the same 
benefit therefrom as they might lawfully have had 
from the lease, estate or reversion in respect of 
which such money shall have been paid or as near 
thereto as may be. 


LIV. And it is enacted, that upon payment 
or deposit in manner hereinbefore mentioned of 
the purchase money or compensation agreed or 
awarded to be paid in respect of any lands, tene- 
ments or hereditaments purchased or taken by 
the said Commissioners under the provisions of 
this Act, the owners of and all parties by this 
Act enabled to sell or convey such lands, tene- 
ments and hereditaments shall when required so 
to da by the said Commissioners, duly convey 
such lands to the said Commissioners, or as they 
shall direct, and in default thereof, or if such 
party fail to adduce a good title to such lands, 
tenements and hereditamen‘s to the satisfaction 
of the said Commissioners it shall be lawful for 
the said Commissioners if they think fit to exe- 
cute a deed of sale under their common seal, con- 


taining a description of the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments in respect of which such default 
shall be made, and reciting the purchase or taking 
thereof, and the names of the parties from 
whom the same were purchased or taken, and 
the payment made in respect thereof, and de- 
claring the fact of such default having been 
made, and thereupon all the estate and interest 
in such lands, tenements and hereditaments of, 
or capable of being sold and conveyed by the 
party with whom the said Commissioner shall 
have made such agreement, or to whom such pur- 
chase money or compensation shall have been 
awarded by a jury or by arbitrators, or by a Sur- 
veyor appointed by any Magistrate or Magis- 
trates, or as hereinbefore provided shall vest abso- 
lutely in the said Commissioners, and as against 
such parties and all parties on behalf of whom 
they are hereinbefore enabled to sell and convey 
the said Commissioners shall be entitled to im- 
mediate possession of such lands, tenements and 
hereditaments. 

LV. And it is enacted, that if the owner of 
any such lands, tenements and hereditaments 
purchased or taken by the said Commissioners, 
or of any interest therein, on tender of the pur- 
chase money or compensation agreed or award- 
ed to be paid in respect thereof, shall refuse to 
accept the same, or neglect or fail to make out 
a title to such lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments, or to the interest therein claimed by him 
to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners, or 
if he refuse to convey ui release such lands, 
tenements and hereditaments as directed and re- 
quired by the said Commissioners, or if any such 
owner be absent from the Presidency of Ben- 
gal, or cannot after diligent inquiry be found 
or fail to appear on the inquiry before a jury 
as hereinbefore provided, it shall be lawful for 
the said Commissioners to place the purchase 
money or compensation payable in respect of such 
lands, tenements and hereditaments, or any inter- 
est therein to the credit of the parties interest- 
ed in such lands, tenements and _ hereditaments 
(the said parties being described so far as the 
said Commissioners can describe them) subject to 
the control and disposition of the said Supreme 
Court, and it shall be lawful for the said Com- 
missioners if they shall think fit to execute a 
deed of sale under their common seal contain- 
ing a description of the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments in respect whereof such purchase 
‘money or compensation shall have been placed 
to credit, and declaring the circumstances under 
which and the names of the parties to whose 
credit such purchase money or compensation shall 
have been placed, and thereupon all the estate 
and interest in such lands, tenements and heredi- 
taments of the parties for whose use and in respect 
whereof such purchase money or compensation 
shall have been placed to credit, shall vest abso- 
lutely in the said Commigsioners and as against 
“such parties they shall be entitled to immediate 
possession of such lands, ten€ments and heredita- 
ments. 

LVI. And it is enacted, that upon the appli- 
“cation by petition of any party making claim to 
the money so placed to credit as last aforesaid, 
or any part thereof, or to the lands, buildings or 
tenements in respect whereof the same shall have 
‘been go placed to credit, or any part of such lands, 
buildings or tenements, or any interest in the 
‘same the said Supreme Court on its Equity side 
triay in a summary way as to the said Court shall 
“seem fit, order such money to be laid out or invest- 
ed in Company’s Paper and deposited as aforesaid 


with the said Government Agent, and may order 
distribution thereof or payment of the interest 
thereof according to the respective estates, titles 
or interests of the parties making claim to such 
money, lands, buildings or tenements, or any part 
thereof, and may make such other order in the 
premises as to the said Court shall seem just. 

LVII. And it is enacted, that the said Com. 
missioners shall not be deemed necessary or com- 
petent parties to any such proceeding in the said 
Supreme Court, but that due notice shall be given 
according to the course and practice of the said 
Court in matters before it by summary petition 
by the party or parties petitioning to all other 
parties interested to whom it shall be competent 
to appear in such summary suit to defend and 
maintain their respective right and interests. 

LVIII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners may with the consent of the said 
Governor sell and dispose of any lands or tene- 
ments vested in them by virtue of this Act, or any 
part thereof either together or in parcels as they 
may find most convenient and advantageous and 
the money to arise and to be produced by such 
sale shall be applied to euch of the purposes of 
this Act or Act No. XVI. of 1847, as the said 
Commissioners shall think fit, and the purchaser 
of such lands or tenements shall not be answerable 
or accountable for any misapplica.ion or non- 
application of such purchase money; and for the 
completing and carrying any such sale into effect 
the said Commissioners may make and execute a 
conveyance of the lands and tenements sold and 
disposed of as aforesaid unto the purchaser thereof 
and such conveyance shall be under the common 
seal of the said Commissioners. 


LIX. And it ts enacted, that in every con- 
veyance of lands to be made by the said Com- 
missioners under this Act the word grant” shall 
operate as express covenants by the said Com- 
missioners for themselves and their successors 
with the respective grantees therein named, and 
their Successors, Heirs, Kxecutors, Administrators 
or Assigns, as the case may be, according to the 
quality and nature of such grants, and of the 
estate or interest therein expressed to be thereby 
conveyed as follows except as far as the same shall 
be restrained or limited by express words contain- 
ed in any such conveyance (that is to say) A 
covenant that notwithstanding any act or default 
done by the said Commissioners, they were at the 
time of the execution of such conveyance under 
and by virtue of the provisions of this Act possess- 
ed of the lands or premises granted thereby for an 
indefeasible estate of inheritance in fee simple free 
from all encumbrances done or occasioned by them 
or otherwise for such estate or interest as therein 
expressed to be thereby granted free from encum- 
brances done or occasioned by them. 


LX. And in order to raise money for defray- 
ing the expenses incurred or to be incurred by 
the said Commissioners in carrying into effect the 
provisions of this Act or of Act No, XVI. of 1847, 
it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, and they are hereby authorized 
eubject in each case to the approval of the Gover- 
nor aforesaid to be signified in writing, to borrow 
and tuke up at interest on the credit of the rates, 
taxes and duties authorized to be made, levied and 
received by the said Commissioners from any per- 
son who shall be willing to advance the same the 
sum and sums of money necessary for defraying 
the costs, charges.and expenses incurred or to be 
incurred by the said Commissioners in carrying 
into effect with the Teast possible delay the pro- 


visions of this Act or of Act No, X Vi of 4847, and 
for securing the repayment of such sum or sums of 
money with such interest thereon as shall be 
agreed upon between the seid Commissioners, and 
the person or persons lending -or advancing the 
same, the said Commissionggg may mortgage and 
assign over the said rates, taxea, tolla and duties, 
or any part thereof to the pegson ar persons who 
shall advance such moaey, .ar to a Trustee or 
fiustees on his or their bebalf as security for the 
money so to be borrowed, together with interest 
upon the same, ang no assessment, tax, toll or 
duty over which any such mortgage shall have 
been granted shall be repealed in whole or in 
part until such mortgage shall be paid off unless 
by the consent in writing of auch mortgagee. 

LNI. And it is enacted, that in oider to dis- 
charge the principal meney of.any such gum or sums 
of money as shall be borrowed on security of the 
assessments, taxes and duties aforesaid, it shall be 
lawtul fur the gaid Commissioners, aod they are 
hereby authorized aud required yearly and every 
year to deduct, appropriate and set apart, and 
apply out of the rates aforesaid such a sum of 
money as shall be in proportien £0 one-thirtieth 
pait of the money burrowed or secured, aud which 
at that time shall remain dueand secured as afore- 
said upon the sald assessments, taxes and duties 
as and for a Sinking Lund to be uppled im paying 
off and discharging tbe principal monies so borrow- 
ed or secured, aud from tame to time cause the 
amount of sueh Sinking Fund to be invested in 
the securities of the East, India Company called 
Company’s Paper, and such Company’a Paper to 
be deposited from time to time in the hands of the 
Government Agent, who is hereby empowered and 
required to increase the same by investing the 
interest payable thereon as the same shall be- 
come due and payable in the purchase of other 
Company’s Paper, and so on from time to time go 
that the said Sinking Fund shall accumulate at 
compound mterest until the same shall be of 
sufficient amount to pay off the said principal debts, 
or one of them or some part of sume one of them at 
which time the same shall be so applied in paying 
off the same in manuer hereafter inentioned. 

LXII. And it is enacted, that every mortgage 
of assessments, taxes and dauee authorized to be 
made under the provisions of this Act shall be 
by deed im which the considetation shall be truly 
stated, and every such deed shall be under the 
common seal of the said Commissioners, and signed 
by three of them at the legst at one of their 
annual, quarterly or special meetings and ma 
be according to the Jorm in’ the Schedule [A] 
to tha “Act amnesed, or to the hke effect, and 
the respective mortgagees shall be entitled one 
with anvthertetbeir respective proportions of the 
ansessments, Rakes, tolls and duties comprised in 
such mortgages according to the respective sums 
which in such mortgages are mentioned to be 
advanced by such wourtgagees respectively, and to 
be repaid the esatns so advanced with interest 
without any preference ene above anotter by 
reason of priority of advance, or of the date-of any

LXill. And it is enacted, that thé expenses 
of every mortgage shall from tyme ‘to fee be 
defrayed by the said Commissiouets gut of the 
money raised by the same. , er 


LXIV. And it ia enacted, ¢hat a Register: of 
all the said mortgages shall be kept by the Clerk 
of the said Commissionets, ..angwithin fourteen 
days after the date of di» aurtgage an entry or 
metourial specifying thewnutnber and dasquyl puch 
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mortgage, and the sum secured thereby and the 
namee of the parties thereto with their proper 
additions shall be made in the said Register, and 
the said Register may be perused at all reasonable 
times by any mortgagee or by any person interest- 
ed in any such mortgage without fee or reward. 

LXV. And it is enacted, that from time to 
time any party entitled to any such mortgage may 
trausfer his right and interest therein to any 
other person, and every such transfer shall be 
by deed wherein the consideration shall be traly 
stated, and every such transfer may be according 
to the form in the Schedule Bb to this Act annexed 
or to the hke effect. 

LXV, And it is enacted, that within thirty 
days after the date of every such tranofer if 
executed within the tervitoties subject to the 
Government of the East India Company, or 
otherwise, within thirty days after the arrival 
thereof within the said territories, it shall ‘be pro- 
duced to the said Clerk, and thereupon the said 
Clerk shall make an entry or memorial thereof tn 
the Register aforesaid in the same manner as in 
the case of an orginal mortgage, and for such 
etry the said Clerk may demand and receive a 
fee not exceeding [wo Rupees, and after such 
eutry every such transfer shall entitle the 
transferee, bis Exeeutors, Administrators and 
Assigns to the full benefit of the original mortgage, 
and the principal and interest secured thereby, 
and such transterea may in lke manner assign or

And it tw enacted, that from and 
after the payment or saticfaction of all the prin- 
cipal and wwserest of monies secured by any 
mortgage made under the powers of this Act all 
the estate, property, right and interest by such 
mortgage vested in the mortgagee, his Heirs, kx- 
ecutors, Administrators or Asgigns shall without 
any transfer or release, or any other act or deed 
whatsoever immediately cease and determine. 


LXVII. And in order that no undue prefer. 
ence may be given in paying off any mortgages it 
is enacted; that whenever the said Commissioners 
shall be enabled to pay off one or more out of the 
number of the said mortgages, or a part of the

An Act for assimilating the Penal Jurisdiction of 
Justices of the Peace appointed Police Magistrates 
at Madras to that of Justices of the Peace at 
Calcutta. : 


I. It is hereby enacted, that all persons charged 
with the commission of simple larceny, or with 
stealing any goods or merchandige in any vessel, 
barge or boat, of any description whatsoever, or 
from any Dock, Wharf or Quay; or with stealing 
any chattel or money from the person of another, 
and all servants charged with stealing any chattel 
or money, belonging to, or in the possession of the 
Master or Mistress of any such servant, within the 
Town of Madras, may be tried by any Justice of 
the Peace. appointed to be a Police Magistrate for 
the said ‘Town, provided the value of the property 
which the prisoner is charged with having stolen 
does not according to the belief of such Police 
Magistrate, exceed Twenty Rupees. 


IJ. And it is hereby provided, that such Police 
Magistrate shall not have power to sentence any 
such prisoner to be imptisoned, with or without 
hard labor, for a longer period than six calendar 
months, or to be transported. 


III. And it is hereby provided, that it shall be 
lawful for any Police Magistrate before whom any 
prisoner is charged with the commission of any of 
the offences aforesaid, at his discretion, instead of 
trying such prisoner himself, to commit such pri- 
soner for trial before Her Majesty’s Supreme Court 
of Judicature in Madras, :

Sir,—Adverting ta my Letter, dated the 2d 
inctant, [ have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisahle to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on bv the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express.” and to 
keep within the simited weight of too tolas ; and 
that. meanwhile, until the syrtem becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Lctters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned notto mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in treight, because such letters 
cannot be eo dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 


4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a let of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as ssany as six Over- 
land Papers marked ‘ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to bave them 
so marked. 


5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 tolus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference

VV. And it is enacted, that the purchase money’ 
consideration or compensation to be paid or eiven 
for any lands. buildings or tenements to be pur- 
chased or taken from any party under any diss 
ability or incapacity, and not having any power 
to sell or convey such lands except under the 
provisions of this Act, and the compensation to he 
paid for any permanent damage or injury to any 
such lands, buildings or tenements, shall in all 
cases be determined by the verdict of a jury to be 
bummoned as hereinafter provided 


Vi. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any perscn se'ged in fee or entitled absolutely 
for his own benefit to any lands, buildings or tene- 
ments authorized to be purchased for the purposes 
of this Act to sell and convey such lands, buildings 
or tenemen's, or any part thereof, unto the said 
Commisgioners in cousideration of an annual rent- 
charge payable by the said Commissioners, but 
except as aforesaid the consideration to be paid 
for the purchase of any such lands, buildings or 
tenements, or for any damage done thereto, shall 
be in a gross sum 


VII. Aud it is enacted, that the yearly reut 
reserved by any corveyance of lands, buildings or 
tenements purchased by the said Commissioners 
for the purposes of this Act shall be charged on 
the rates hereinafter authorized to be raised and 
Jevied, and shall be paid by the said Commission- 
ers as such tents become payable, and if at any 
time any such rents be not paid within thirty days 
after they eo become payable, and after demand 
thereof in writing, the person to whom any such 
rent shall be payable, may recover the same from 
the said Commissioners with costs of suit by action 
of debt in the said Supreme Court. ° 


VII. And it is enacted} that when the said 
Commissioners shall require to purchase or take 
any of the lands, buildings or tenements which 
by this Act they are authorized to purchase or 
take, they shall gtve notice thereof to all the par- 
ties interested in such lands, or to the parties 
enabled by this Act to well aud convey or releaee 
the same or such of the said parties as shall after 
diligent inquiry be known to the said Commission- 
ers, and by such notice shall demand from such 
parties the particulars of their estate and interest 
in such lands and of the claims made by them in 
respect thereof, and every such notice shall state 
the particulars of the lands so required, and that 
the said Commiasianers are willing to treat tor the 


ior if there be no such occu 





pier shall be affixed 
upon some conspicuous part of such lands. 


X. And it is enacted, that 1f the party claim- 
ing compensation desire to have the same settled 
| by arbitration, and signify such desie by notice 
in writing to the said Commissioners before they 
have issued their warrant to the Sheriff to summon 
a jury in respect of such lands under the provisions 
hereinafter contained, stating in such notice the 
nature of the interest in respect of which such 
party claims compensation, and the amount of the 
compensation so claimed, the same shall be so 
settled by arbitration accordingly, but unless the 
party claiming compensation shall as aforesaid 
signify his desire to have the question of such 
compensation settled by arbitration, or if when 
the matter shall have been referred to arbitration 
the arbitrators or the umpire shall for three 
mouths have failed to make their or his award, or 
if no final award shall be made, the question of 
such compensation shall be settled by the verdict 
of a jury as hereinafter provided. 

XI. And it is enacted, that when any ques- 
tion of disputed compensation by this Act autho- 
rized or required to be settled by arbitration, shall 
have arisen then unless both parties shall concur 
in the appointment of a single arbitrator, each 
party on the request of the other party shall 
nominate and appoint an arbitrator to which two 
arbitrators such dispute shall be referred, and 
every appointment of an arbitrator shall be made 
on the part of the said Commissioners under the 
hands of two of the said Commissioners, or of 
their Clerk duly authorized by such two Commis- 
sioners, and on the part of any other party under 
the hand of such party, or ifsuch party be a cor- 
poration aggregate under the common seal of such 
corporation, and such appointment shall be deli- 
vered to the arbitrator or arbitrators, and shall be 
deemed a submission to arbitration on the part of 
the party by whom the same shall be made. and 
after any such appointment shall have been made 
neither party shall have power to revoke the same 
without the consent of the other, nor shall the 
death of either party operate as a revocation, and 
if after any such dispute shall have arisen and 
after a request in writing in which shall be stated 
the matter so required to be referred to arbitra- 
tion, shall have been served by the one party on 
‘the other party to appoint an arbitrator, such 
Jast mentioned party fail within fourteen days after 
‘such service to appoint euch arbitrator, then 
upon such failure the party making the request, 
‘and having himeelf appuinted an arbitrator ma 
appoint such arbitrator to act on behalf of bot 
(parties, and such arbitrator may proceed to hear 
and determine the matters which shall be in dis- 
pute, and in such care the award or determination 
.of such single arbitrator shall be final. 

X11. And it is enacted, that if before the mat- 
tters so referred shall be determined, any arbitrator

appointed by either party sha!l die or become 
incapable to act, the party by whom such arbitra- 
tor was appointed may nominate and appoint in 
writing some other person to act in his place, and 
if for the space of seven days after notice in writing 
from the other party for that purpose he shall fai! 
to do so, the remaining or other arbitrator may 
proceed to hear and determine the matters which 
shall be in dispute, and every arbitrator who shall 
be so substituted as aforesaid shall have the same 
power and authorities as were vested in the former 
arbitrator at the time of such his death or disabi- 
lity aforesaid. 

XIII. And it is enacted, that where more than 
one arbitrator shall have been appointed such 
arbitrators shall before they euter upon the mat- 
ters referred to them, nominate aud appoint by 
writing under their hands an umpire to decide on 
any such matters on which they shall differ, or 
which shall be referred to him under the provi- 
sions of this Act, and if such umpire shall die or 
become incapable to act, they shall forthwith after 
such death or incapacity appoint another umpire in 
his place, and the decision of every such umpire 
on the matters so referred to him shall be final. 


XIV. And it is enacted, that if in either of the 
cases aforesaid the said arbitrators shall refuse, or 
shall for seven days after request vi either party to 
such arbitration, neglect to appoint an umpire, 
any two of the Magistrates of Calcutta shall on the 
application of either party to such arbitration ap- 
point an umpire, aud the decision of such umpire 
on the matters on which the arbitrators shall differ 
or which shall be referred to him under this Act 
shall be final. 

AV. And it is enacted, that when a sinvle 
arbitrator shall have been appointed as hereim- 
before provided, and such arbitrator shali die or 
become incapable to act before he shall have made 
his award, the matters referred to him shall be 
determined by arbitrators uuder the provisions of 
this Act in the same mauner as if such arbitrator 
had not been appointed. 

AVI. And tt is enacted, that if where more 
than one arbitrator shall have been appoited either 
of the arbitrators refuse, or for seven days after 
the day of his appointment shall neglect to act, the 
other arbitrator may proceed to hear and deter- 
mine the matters in dispute, and the decision of 
such other arbitrator shall be as effectual as if he 
had been the single arbitrator appointed by both 
parties. 

AVII. And it is enacted, that if where more 
than one arbitrator shall have been appointed 
and where neither of them shall refuse or neglect 
to act as aforesaid, but such arbitrators shall fatl 
to make their award within twenty-one days after 
the day on which the last of such arbitrators shall 
have been appointed, o: within such extended 
time, (if any) as shall have been appointed for 
that purpuse by both such arbitrators under 
their hauds, the matters referred to them shall 
be determined by the umpire to be appointed ae 
‘aforesaid. 

AVILE. And it is enacted, that the said arbi- 
trators or their umpire may call for the pro- 
duction of any documents in the posseseion or 
power of either party which they or he may think 
necessary for determining the question in dispute, 
and may examine the parties or their witnesses on 
cath or solemn affirmation, and administer the 
oaths and solemn affirmation necessary for that 
purpose. 

XIX. And it is enacted, that before any such 
arbitrator or umpire as aforesaid shall enter into 


the consideration of any mattera referred to him 
he shall in the presence of a Mayistrate of Cal- 
cutta make aud subscribe the following declaration, 
that is to say— 


I, A. G., do solemnly and sincerely declare that 
I will faithfully and honestly to the best of my skill 
and ability hear and determine the mattera re- 
ferred tome under the provisions of the Act XXII. 
of 1847, 
A. B. 


Made and subscribed 
in the presence of C. D. 


And such declaration shall be annexed to the 
award when made, ond if any arbitrator or umpire 
having made such declaration shall wilfully act 
contrary thereto, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
nisdemeanour, 


XX. And it is enacted, that all the costs of 
any such arbitration and incident thereto, shall be 
settled by the said arbitrators and shall be borne 
by the said Commissioners, unless the arbitrators 
sball award the same or aless sum than shall have 
been offered by the said Commissioners in which 
case each party shall bear their own costs incident 
to the said arbitration, and the costs of the said 
arbitrators shall be borne by the parties in equal 
proportions. 

XXL. And it is enacted, that the said arbitra- 
tors or the said umpire, as the case may be, shall 
deliver their award in writing to the said Commis- 
sionerg, and the said Commissioners shall retain 
the sane, and on demand made at the office of 
their Clerk shall forthwith at their own expense 
furnish a copy thereof to the other party to the 
arbitration, and shall at all reasonable times when 
thereunto required produce the said award and 
allow the same to be inspected or examined at the 
office of their said Clerk by such party or any 
person appointed by him for that purpose. 

XXII. And it is enacted, that the submission 
to any such arbitration as aforesaid may be made 
arule of the said Supreme Court on the applica- 
tion of either or any party thereto, and may be 
enforced against all necessary parties by any rule, 
order or decree of the said Court notwithstanding 
that anv or either of the said parties are not other- 
wise subject to the jurisdiction of the said Court. 

AX. And it is enacted, that no award made 
with respect to any question referred to arbitration 
under the provisions of this Act shall be set aside 
for irregularity or error in matter of form. 


XXIV. And it is enacted, that in every case 
in which a dispute or difference shall arise between 
the said Commissioners, and any person or persons 
whose property they may intend or desire to pur- 
chase for the purposes of this Act as to the amount 
of compensation to be paid for the said property 
which difference and dispute either of the said par- 
ties shall refuse to settle by arbitration the said 
Commissioners shall, issue a warrant in writing 
signed by any one of them and sealed with their 
common seal to the Sheriff of Calcutta, requiring 
him to summon a jury for the purpose of settling 
the said difference or dispute; and if such Sheriff 
be interested in the matter in dispute such warrant 
shall be addressed and sent to the Coroner of 
Caleutta, and if the said Sheriff and the said Coro- 
ner be both of them interested in the said matter 
then the said warrant shall be addressed and sent 
to the last person who shall have filled the office 
of Sheriff of Calcutta who is not interested in the 
said matter and who is at time of the issuing 
the said warrant an inhabitant of the said ‘Town 


of Calcutta, and every such Sheriff, Coroner or 


Ex-Sheriff shall have power if he think fit to ap- | 
point a Deputy or Assessor. 


XXV. And it is enacted, that throughout the 
enactments contained in this Act relative to a 
reference toa jury where the term Sheriff isused 
the provisions applicable thereto shall be held to 
apply to every Coroner or other person lawfully 
acting in the place of the Sheriff, and i every 
eacein which any such warrant as aforesaid shll 
have been directed to any other person than the 
ead Sheriff of Caleutta, such Shenff shall imme- | 
diately on receiving notice of the delivery of the 
warrant on application being made to him for that, 
purpose deliver over to the person to whom the 
said warrant shall have been directed, or to any 
other §t and proper person appotnred by him to 
receive the same the Jurors’ book and Special | 
Jurors’ list for the Town of Calcutta. 


XXVI. And it is enacted that unon the re- 
ceipt of such warrant as aforesaid, the Sheriff shall 
summon a jury of ten indifferent persons duly 
qualified to act as common jurymen in Her Ma- 
jesty’s Supreme Court of Judicature aforesaid, to 
meet at a convenient time and place to be appoint- 
ed by him for that purpose, euch time not being 
less than fourteen nor more than twenty-one days 
after the receipt of such warrant, and such place not 
being more than two miles from the lands, build- 
ings or tenements concerning and relating to which 
the said difference or dispute shall have arisen | 
unless by consent of the parties interested some 
other time and place be agreed upon and settled, 
and the said Sheriff shall forthwith give notice to 
the said Commissioners of the time and place so 
appointed by him. 


XXVIII. And it is enacted, that out of and 
from the number of Jurors appearing upon such 
summons as aforezaid, a jury of five persons shall 
be drawn bv the said Sheriff in euch number and 
form as juries for trials of offeuces before the said 
Supreme Court are by the rules and orders of the 
said Court required to be drawn, and if a sufficient 
number of the jurymen so summoned as afore- 
said do not appear in obedience to such summons 
as aforesaid, the Sheriff shall return other indiffer- 
ent men duly qualified as aforesaid of the bye- 
standers or others that can speedily be procured 
to make up the jury to the said number of five 
persons, and the said Commissioners and all other 
parties interested in the said Jands, buildings or 
tenements may have and make their challenges 
against any of the said jurymen according to the 
course and practice of the said Supreme Court, 
but neither the said Commissioners nor any of the 
said parties interested as aforesaid shall challenge 
the array. 


XXVIII. And it is enacted, that in every 
such inquiry as aforesaid the said Sheriff shall 
preside, and the party or parties claiming compen- | 
sation from the said Commissioners shall be deemed 
the plaintiff or plaintiffs, as the case may be, and 
shall have all such rights and privileges as the 

laintiff is entitled to in the trial of actions at law 
in the Court of Queen’e Bench at Westminster, 
and if the said Commissioners or any persons in- 
terested in the said lands, buildings or tenements 
so request in writing, the said Sheriff shall suinmon 
before hin, any person who shall by the said 
Commissioners, or any person interested as afore- 
said be considered necessary to be examined as a 
witness touching the matters in question, and on 
the like request the said Sheriff shall order the 
said jury to view the place or matter in controversy 
in like manner as views may be had in the trial

of actions at law in the Court of Queen’s Bench 
at Westminster. 


XXX. And it is enacted, that if the said 
Sheriff make default in any matter hereinbefore 
required to be done by him in relation to any such 
trial or inquiry as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of Five Hundred Rupees for every 
such offence, and such penalty shall be recoverable 
by the said Commissioners by an action of debt or 
on the case in the said Supreme Court, and if any 
person summoned or returned upon any jury 
under this Act, whether common or special, do not 
appear, or if appearing do refuse to make such 
lawful oath or affirmation as the said Sherff may 
require, or in any other manner wilfully neglect 
his duty, he shall unless he shew reasonable ex- 
cuse for the said default or neglect to the satisfac- 
tion of the said Sheriff forfeit a sum not exceeding 
One Hundred Rupees, and every such penalty as 
aforesaid payable by a Sheriff or yurymart as afore- 
said shall be applied in satisfaction of the costs of 
the said inquiry so far as the same will extend, and 


' in addition to the penalty hereby imposed as afore- 
‘said every such juryman shall in all respects be 


subject to the same regulations, pains and penalties 
as if such jury were returned for a trial in the said 
Supreme Court. 


XXX. And it is enacted, that if any person 
who shall have been duly summoned to give 
evidence upon any such enquiry, and to whom a 
tender of his reasonable expenses shall have been 
made fail to appear at the time and place specified 
in the summons without sufficient cause. or if any 
person whether summoned or not who shall appear 
as a witness on any such inquiry refuse to be ex- 
amined on oath or affirmation touching the subject 
matter in dispute every person so offending shall 
forfeit and pay to the party aggrieved thereby a 
sum not exceeding One Hundred Rupees, and that 
any person examined on oath or affirmation touch- 
ing the subject matter in dispute who shall wilfully 
and falsely state any matter which if wilfully and 
falsely stated by such person in any Court of 
Justice in which such subject matter might be in 
dispute, would amount to wilful and corrupt per- 
jury, shall be guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury. 


XXXIJ. And it 1s enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall give to all parties interested in any 
lands, buildings or tenements concerning or relating 
to which an inquiry hath been appointed to be held 
by the said Sheriff notice of the time and place of 
such inquiry, not less than ten days before the 
same is to be held. and the said notice shall be in 
writing, and shall be served on each of the said 
parties personally or left at his last known place of 
abode in the said Town, or if he have no such 
place of abode then the said notice of every such 
person shall be twice publicly advertised in one or 
ae of the Newspapers published within the said 

own. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that if at any such 
Inquiry any party claiming compensation shall fail 
to appear in person, or by his Counsel or Agent, 
such inquiry shall not be proceeded with so far as 
concerus the compensation claimed by such absent 
party, but the compensation to be paid by the said 
Commissioners to such absent party shall be settled 
and determined by a Surveyor to be named and 
appointed by any two of the Magistrates of Cal- 
cutta without prejudice to such inquiry then and 
there proceeding before such Sherif go far as con- 
cerns any compensation claimed by any other party 
or parties interested in guch compensation § in 
respect of the same premises who shall so appear, 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that before any 
jury shall proceed on any such inquiry as afore- 
said, to inguire of and assesa compensation or 
damages in respect of which their verdict is to be 
given they shall make oath, or if they object to 
make oath they shall make a solemn affirmation 
that they will truly and faithfully enquire of and 
assess such compensation or damages, and the eaid 
Sheriff shall administer such oaths and affirmations 
as well as the oaths and affirmations of all persons 
called upon to give evidence. 

XXXIV. And it is enacted, that where such 
inquiry as aforesaid, shall relate to the value of any 
Jands, buildings or tenements to be purchased, and 
also to compensation claimed for injury done or to 
be done to any other lands, buildings or tenements 
held therewith the jury shall deliver their verdict 
separately for the sum of money to be paid for the 
purchase of the lands, buildings or tenements 
required by the said Commissioners, or of any in- 
terest therein belonging to the party or parties with 
whom the question of disputed compensation shall 
have arisen, or which under the provisions herein 
contained he is enabled to sell or convey, and for 
the sum of money to be paid by way of compensa- 
tion for the damage if any sustained or to be sus- 
tained by the said party or parties by reason of the 
severing of the lands, buildings or tenements taken 
from the other lands, buildings, or tenements of the 
said party or parties, or otherwise injurionsly 
affecting such last-mentioned lands, buildings or 
tenements by the exercise of the powers conferred 
by this Act. 

XXXV. And it is enacted, that the Sheriff 
before whom such inquiry as aforesaid, shall be 
held shall give judgment for the purchase money 
or compensation assessed by such jury as aforesaid, 
and the verdict and judgment shall thereupon be 
signed by such Sheriff, and being so signed shall be 
delivered to and kept by the Keeper of the Records 
in the said Supreme Court among the Records of 
the said Supreme Court, and such verdicts and 
judgments shall be deemed Records, and the same 
or true copies or exemplifications thereof shall be 
good evidence in all Courts, and elsewhere, and all 
persons may inspect the said verdicts aud judg- 
ments, and may have copies or exemplifications 
thereof, or extracts therefrom, on paying for each 
inspection of any such verdict and judgment the 
sum of Eight Annas, and for every one hundred 
words copied or extracted therefrom Four Annas, 
which copies, exemplifications or extracts the said 
Keener of the Records is hereby required to make 
out and sign and certify the aame to be true. 

XXXVI. And it is enacted, that on every such 
inquiry before a jury as aforesaid, where the ver- 
dict of the jury shall be given for a greater sum 
than the sum previously offered by the said Com- 
missioners all the costs of such inquiry shall be 
borne by the said Commissioners, but if the verdict 
of the jury shall be for the same or a less sum than 
the sum previously offered by the said Commis- 
sioners one-half of the costs of summoning, im- 
panelling and returning the jury, and of taking the 
inquiry and recording the verdict and judgment 
thereon shall be defrayed by the parties claiming 
the said compensation or purchase money, and the 
other half by the said Commissioners, and each 
party shall bear his own costs other than as afore- 
eaid incident to such inquiry. 

XXVIf. And it is enacted, that the costs of 
any such inquiry as aforesaid, shall in case of differ- 
ences arising regarding the same be settled by the 
Taxing Officer of the said Supreme Court on the 
application of either party, and such costs shall 
iaclude all reasonable costs, charges and expenses 
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incurred in summoning, returning and impanelling 
the jury taking the enquiry, the attendance of 
witnessess, the employment of Counsel and Attor- 
nies, the recording the verdict and judgment there- 
on and otherwise incident to such inquiry. 

XXXVIII. And it i3 enacted, that if any 
such costs shall be payable by the said Commis- 
sioners, and if within seven days after demand 
duly made at the Office of the Clerk of the said 
Commissioners such costs be not. paid to the party 
entitled to receive the same they mav and shall be 
recoverable by distress, and on application to any 
Magistrate of Calcutta he shall issue hia warrant 
accordingly, and if any such costs shall be payable 
by the owner of any lands, buildings or tenements. 
or if any interest therein the same inay be deducted 
and retained bv the said Conmmissioners out of any 
money awarded by the jury to such owner or deter- 
mined by the valuation of a Surveyor under the 
provision hereinafter contained, and the payment 
or deposit of the remainder, if any of such money 
shall be deemed payment and satisfaction of the 
whole thereof, or if such costs shall exeeed the 
amount of the money so awarded or determined 
the excess may and shall be recoverable by distress, 
and on application to any Magistrate of Calcutta 
he shall issue his warrant accordingly. 


XXXIX. And it is enacted, that if either 
party in such case of disputed compensation as 
aforesaid, desire such question to be tried before a 
special jury, such question shall be so tried, pro- 
vided, that notice of such desire if given by the 
other party be given to the said Commissioners 
before they have issued their warrant as afuresaid 
to the Sheriff, and for that purpose the said Com- 
missioners shall by their warrant to the Sheriff re- 
se him to nominate a special jury of five jurors 
or such trial, and thereupon the Sheriff shall as 
soon as conveniently may be after the receipt by 
him of such warrant summon the said Comn.is- 
sioners, and the said other party to appear before 
him by themselves or their Attornies at some conve- 
nient time and place to beappointed by him for the 
purpose of nominating a special jury (not being 
less than five nor more than eight days from the 
service of such summons) and at the time and 
place so appointed the said Sheriff shall proceed to, 
nominate and strike a special jury in the manner 
in which such juries shall be required by the Rules 
and Orders of the said Supreine Court for trials 
in the said Court, except as far as such Rules may 
be inconsistent with the number of which the juries 
under this Act are to consist, and the said Sheriff 
shall appoint a day not later than the eighth day 
after the striking of such jury for the parties or 
their agents to appear before him to reduce the 
number of such jury, and thereof shall give four 
days’ notice to the said Commissioners, and the 
said other party, and on the day so appointed the 
Sheriff shall proceed to reduce the said special 
jury to the number of eight in the manner used 
and accustomed in the said Supreme Court. 


XL. And it is enacted, that the special jury 
on such inguiry as last aforesaid, shall consist of 
five of the said eight who shall first appear on the 
names being called over, the said Commissioners 
and the said other party having respectively their 
lawful challenges against any of the said jurymen, 
and if a full jury of five do not appear and if after 
such challenges a full jury of five do not remain 
then upon the application of the said Commission- 
ers or of the said other party, the Sheriff shall add 
to the list of such jury the names of any other 
disinterested persons qualified to act as special or 
common jurymen in the said Supreme Court who 


shall not have been previously struck off the afore- 
said list, and who may be then in attendance 
before the said Sheriff, or can speedily be procured 
so as to complete such special Jury, the said) Come 
Inissioners and the said other party having respec- 
tively their lawful challenges against such persons, 
and the Sheritf shall proceed to the trial and adju- 
dication of the matters m= question by such jury, 
and such trial shall be attended ino all respects 
with the like incidents and consequences, and the 
like penalties shall be applicable as hereinbefore 
provided in the case of a trial by a common jury. 

XLIL And it is enacted, that any other inquiry 
than that for the trial of which such special Jury 
may haye been struck and reduced as aforesaid 
may be tried by such jury provided the said Com- 
missioners and all the other parties interested 
therein respectively shall give their consent to 
such trial. 

XLII. And it is enacted, that where the pur- 
chase money or compensation to be paid by the 
said Cowmissioners for any lauds, buildings or 
tenements to be purchased or used by the said 
Commissioners shall be payable to any person 
who by reason of absence from the Presidency of 
Bengal is prevented from treating, or who cannot 
after diligent inquiry be found, or who shall not 
appear at the time appointed for the inquiry before 
the jury as hereimatter provided after due notice 
thereof given to him, such purchase money or 
such compensation to be paid for any permanent 
injury to such Jands, buildings or tenements shall 
be such as shall be determined by the valuation 
of such able practical Surveyor as two of the 
Magistrates of Caleutta aforesaid shall nominate 
for that purpose as hereinafter provided. 


XLII. And it is enacted, that upon applica- 
tion of the said Commissioners two of the Mavis- 
trates of Calcutta aforesaid, and upon such proof 
as shall be satisfactory to them that any such party 
is by reason of absence prevented from treating, 
or cannot after diligent inquiry be found, or that 
such party failed to appear on such inquiry before 
a jury as aforesaid afier due notice given to him 
for that purpose, such Magistrates shall by writing 
under their hands nominate an able practical Sur- 
veyor, approved by the said Commissioners, to 
determine the amount of such purchase money or 
compensation as aforesaid, and such Surveyor shall 
determine the same accordingly, and shall annex 
to his valuation a declaration in writing signed by 
him of the correctness thereof, 


XLIV. And it is enacted, that before any 
such Surveyor shall enter upon the duty of making 
such valuation as aforesaid he shall in the presence 
of such Magistrates, or one of them, make aud 
subscribe the declaration following at the foot of 
such nomination by the said Mayistrates as afore- 
said, that is to say— 

]., A. B., do solemnly and &ncerely declare, that 
1 will faithfully, impartially and honestly, accord- 
ing to the best of my skill and ability execute 
the duty of making the valuation hereby referred 
to me.

And if any such Sarveyor shall corruptly make 
such declaration, or having made such declaration, 
shall wilfully act contrary thereto he shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanour. 


XLV. And it is enacted, that the said nomi- 
nation: and dettaration shall be annexed to the 
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valuation to be made by such Surveyor and shall 
be preserved together therewith by the Clerk to 
the said Commissioners, and he shall at all reason- 
able times produce at his office the said valuation 
and o.her documents on demand to the owner of 
lands, buildings or tenements comprized in such 
valuation aud to all other parties interested therein. 

XLVI. And it is enacted, that in estimating 
the purchase money or compensation to be paid 
by the said Commissioners in any of the cases 
aforesaid regard shall be had by the Magistrates, 
Arbitrators or Surveyors, as the case may be, not 
only to the value of the lands, buildings or tene- 
ments tobe purchased by the said Commission- 
ers, but also to the damage if any to be sustained 
by the owners of the lands, buildings or tenements 
by reason of the severing of the said lands, build- 
ings or tenements taken from other lands, build- 
ings or tenements of such owner, or otherwise in- 
juriously affecting such other Janda, buildings or 
tenements by the exercise of the powers of this 
Act. 

XLVI. And it is enacted, that where the 
compensation payable in respect of any lands, 
buildings or premises, or any interest therein, 
shall have been ascertained by the valuation of a 
Surveyor and deposited as hereafter provided by 
reason that the owner of or party entitled to convey 
such lands, buildings and tenements, or such inter- 
est therein 8 aforesaid, could not be found or was 
absent, and such owner or party shall be dissatis- 
fied with such valuation it shall be lawful for him 
before he shall have applied as hereinafter provid- 
ed for payment or investment of the monies so de- 
posited under the provisions herein contained, by 
notice in writing to the said Commissioners to re- 
quire the question of such compensation to be 
submitted to arbitration, and thereupon the same 
shallbe so submitted accordingly in the same 
manner ag in, other cases of disputed compensa- 
tion hereinbefore authorized or required to be 
submitted to arbitration. 

XLVI. And it is enacted, that the ques- 
tion to be submitted to the arbitrators in the case 
last aforesaid shall be whether the said sum so de- 
posited as aforesaid by the said Commissioners 
was a sufficient sum, or whether any and what 
further sum ought to be paid or deposited by 
them. 

XLUIX. And it is enacted, that if the arbitra- 
tors shall award a further sum to be paid or de- 
posited by the said Commissioners they shall pay 
or deposit, as the case may require, such further 
gum within fourteen days after the making of such 
award, or in default thereof the same may be re- 
covered with costs by action or suit in the said 
Supreme Court. ; 

L. And it is enacted, that if the arbitrators 
shall determine that the sum so paid or deposited 
wus sufficient the costs of and incident to such ar- 
bitration to be determined by the arbitrators, shall 
be in the discretion of the arbitrators, but if the 
arbitrators shall determine that a further sum 
ought to be paid or deposited by the said Com- 
missioners all the costs of and incident to the. ar- 
bitration shall be borne by the said Commissioners. 


LI. And it is enacted, that if any party shall 
be entitled to any compensation in respect of any 
lands, buildings or tenements, or of any interest 
therein which shall have been taken for or injuri- 
ously affected by the execution of the works of the 
said Commissiovers, and for which the said Com- 
missioners shall not have made satisfaction under 
the provisions of this Act, such party may have 
the same settled either “by arbitration or by the 


verdict of a jury as he shall think fir; and if the 
said party desire to have the same settled by atbi- 
tration it shall be lawful for him to give notice in 
writing to the said Commissioners of such his 
desire, stating in such notice the nature of the 
interest in such lands, buildings or tenements in 
respect of which he claims compensation and the 
amount of the compensation so claimed therein, 
and unless the said Commissioners, be willing to 
pay the amount of the compensation so clatmed, 
and shall enter into a written agreement for that 
purpose within twenty-one days after the receipt 
of any such notice from any party so entitled, the 
same shall be setuled by arbitration in the manner 
herein provided, or if the party so entitled as 
aforesaid desire to have such question of compen. 
gation settled by jury it shall be lawful for him to 
give notice in writing of such his desire to the said 
Commissioners, stating such particulars as atore- 
said, and unless the said Commissioners be willing 
to pay the amount of compensation so claimed 
and enter into a written agreement for that 
purpose, they shall within twenty-one days after 
the receipt of such notice Issue their warrant to 
the Sheriff ro summon a jury for settling the same 
in the manner berem provided, and in default 
thereof they shall be liable to pay to the party s> 
entitled as aforesaid the amount of the compensa- 
tion so claimed, and the same may be recovered by 
him by action of debe or on the case in the said 
Supreme Court. - 

LII. And it is enacted, that so soon as the 
amount of the purchase money or compensation 
to be paid by the said Commissioners in respect 
of any lands, houses, tenements or heredita- 
ments, or any tuterest therein, shall be ascer- 
tained, fixed. awarded or settled in any of the 
modes sanctioned and appointed by this Act as 
aforesaid, if the said lands, houses, tenements 
or hereditaments shall bave been purchased or 
taken by the said Commissioners fiom any per- 
gon or persons not entitled to sell or convey the 
same except under the provisions of this Act as 
being tenant for life or in tatl, married women, 
guardian, committee, trustee, executor or ad- 
ministrator, or person having a partial or quali- 
fied interest therein, or who shall refuse to ac- 
cept such purchase money or compensation, or 
veglect or fail to make outa title to sucn lands, 
houses, tenements or hereditaments, or to the 
interest therein claimed by him to the sstisfac- 
tion of the said Commissioners, or shall refuse 
to convey or release the same, or shall be absent 
from the Presidency of Bengal, or cannot after 
diligent enquiry be found, the said Commis- 
sioners are hereby empowered and required 
forthwith to invest the said purchase money or 
amount of compensation in some of the Securi- 
ties or Promissory Notes of the East India 
Company, commouly called Company’s Paper, 
at the current price of the day, and to depusii 
the same with the Government Agent at Fort 
William aforesaid, in the name and with the 
privity of the Accountant General of the said 
Supreme Court to be placed by him to the 
account of such Accountant General to the 
credit of the parties interested, or who may be 
or become interested-in such lands, houses, 
tenements or hereditaments, describing both 
them and the said parties so far as the said 
Commissioners can do purauant to the course of 
proceeding in the said Court under the Rules, 
Orders and Regulations of the said Court, re- 
garding monies paid into the said Court in mat- 
ters and causes depending before it on ite Equi- 
ty side, and such’ Securities shall remain so de- 


posited and the interest thereon shall be regu. 
larly received by the said Government Agent 
and credited to the said account, and when and 
so often as the said interest so received by the 
sald Government Agent ehall amount to a suf- 
ficient sum for that purpose such mterest shal: 
be invested by the said Government Agent frota 
time to time in other such Securities as afore- 
said, and such monies, priucipal and interest, 
shall remain so invested and deposited until the 
same be applied under the authority of the said 
Court upon the petition of the party who would 
have been entitied to the rents and profits of the 
Jlands, houses, tenements and hereditaments in 
respect of which such monies shall have been 
deposited to some one or more of the following 
purposes, that 18 to say—In the discharge of anv 
debt or incvumbrance affecting the lands, tene- 
ments and hereditaments in respect of which 
such money shall have been paid or affecting 
other Jands settled therewith to the same, or the 
like uses, trusts or purposes, or in’ the purchase 
of other Jands, tenements or bereditaments to 
be conveyed, limited and settled upon the hke 
uses, trusts and purposes, and in the same man- 
ner as the lands, tenements or hereditaments in 
respect of which such money shall have been 
paid, stood settled, or if such money shall be 
paid in respect of any buildings taken under 
the authority of this Act, or imjured by the 
proximity of the works in removing or replacing 
such buildings or substituting others in their 
stead, or in payment to any person who shall 
become absolutely entitled to such money, and 
until such monies can or shall be so applied, 
the interest, dividends and annual proceeds of 
such Company’s Paper shall and may upon the 
like petition and order be paid to the party or 
parties who would for the time being have been 
entitled to receive the rents and profits of the 
said lands, houses, tenements and hereditaments. 


LiIl. And it ts enacted, that where any pur- 
chase money ur compensation paid as aforesaid 
under the provisions of this Act shall have been 
paid in respect of any lease for a life or lives, or 
years, or any estate in lands, tenements or here- 
ditaments less than the whole fee simple thereof, 
or in respect of any reversion dependent on any 
such lease or estate, it shall be lawful for the said 
Supreme Court on the petition of anv party inter- 
ested in such money to order that the same shall 
be laid out, invested, accumulated and paid in such 
manner as the said Court may consider will give 
to the parties interested in such money the same 
benefit therefrom as they might lawfully have bad 
from the lease, estate or reversion in respect of 
which such money shall bave been paid or as near 
thareto as may be. 


LIV. And it is enacted, that upon payment 
or deposit in mapner hereinbefore mentioned ot 
the purchase money or compensation agreed or 
awarded to be paid in respect of any lands, tene- 
ments or hereditaments purchased or taken by 
the said Commissioners under the provisions of 
thia Act, the owners of and all parties by this 
Act enabled to sell or convey such lands, tene- 
meuts and hereditaments shall when required so 
to do by the said Commissioners, duly convey 
such lands to the said Commissioners, or as they 
shall direct, and in default thereof, or if such 
party fail to udduce a good title to such lands, 
tenements and hereditaments to the satisfaction 
of the said Commissioners it shall be lawful for 
the said Commissioners if they think fit to exe- 
cute i deed of sale under their common seal, cun- 


taining a description of the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments in respect of which such default 
shall be made, and reciting the purchase or taking 
thereof, and the namea of the parties from 
whom the same were purchased or taken, and 
the payment made in respect thereof, and de- 
claring the fact of such defanit having been 
made, and thereupon all the estate and interest 
in such lands, tenements and hereditaments of, 
or capable of being. sold and conveved by the 
party with whom the said Commissioner ehall 
have made such agreement, or to whom such pur- 
chase money or compensation shall have been 
awarded by a jury or by arbitrators, or by a Sur- 
veyor appointed by any Magistrate or Magis- 
trates, or as hereinbefore provided shall vest ab-o- 
lutely in the said Commissioners, and as avainst 
such parties and all parties on behalf of whom 
they are hereinbefore enabled to sell and convey 
the said Commiasioners shall be entitled to im. 
mediate possession of such Junds, tenements and 
hereditaments. 

LV. And it is enacted, that if the owner of 
any such landa, tenements and hereditaments 
purchased or taken by the said Commissioners, 
or of any interest therein, on tender of the pur- 
chase money or compensation agreed or award- 
ed to be paid in respect thereof, shall refuse to 
accept the same, or neglect or fail to make out 
a title to such Jands, tenements and heredita 
ments, or to the interest therein claimed by him 
to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners, or 
if he refuse to convey or release such lands, 
tenements and hereditaments as directed and re- 
quired by the said Commissioners, or if any such 
owner be absent from the Presidency of Ben- 
gal, or cannot after diligent inquiry be found 
or fail to appear on the inquiry before a jury 
as hereinbefore provided, it shall be lawful for 
the said Commissioners to place the purchase 
money or compensation payable in respect of such 
lands, tenements and hereditaments, or any inter- 
est therein to the credit of the parties interest- 
ed in such lands, tenements and hereditaments 
(the said parties being deseribed so far as the 
said Commissioners ean describe them) subject to 
the control and disposition of the said Supreme 
Court, and it shall be lawful for the said Com- 
missioners if they shall think fit to execute a 
deed of sale under their common seal contain- 
ing a description of the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments in respect whereof such purchase 
money or compensation shall have been placed 
to credit, aud declaring the circumstances under 
which and the names of the parties to whose 
eredit such purchase money or compensation shall 
have been placed, and thereupon all the estate 
and interest in such lands, tenements and heredi- 
taments of the parties for whose use and in respect 
whereof such purchase money or compensation 
shall have been placed to credit, shall vest abso- 
lutely in the said Commissioners and as against 
such parties they shall be entitled to immediate 
possession of such lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments. 

LVI. And it is enacted, that upon the appli- 
cation by petition of any party making claim to 
the money so placed to credit as last aforeraid, 
or any part thereof, or to the lands, buildings or 
tenements in respect whereof the same shall have 
been so placed to credit, or any part of such lande, 
buildings or tenements, or any interest in the 
same the eaid Supreme Court on its Equity side 
may in a summary way a& to the said Court shall 
seem fit, order such money to be laid out or invest- 
ed in Company's Paper atid deposited ae aforesaid 
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with the said Government Ag: nt, and may order 
distribution thereof or payment of the interest 
thereof according to the respective estates, titles 
or interests of the parties making claim to such 
money, lands, buildings or tenements, or any part 
thereof, and may make such other order in the 
premises as to the said Court shall seem just. 

LVII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall not be deemed necessary or com- 
petent parties to any such proceeding in the said 
Supreme Court, but that due notice shall be given 
according to the course and practice of the said 
Court in matters before it by summary petition 
by the party or parties petitioning to all other 
parties interested to whom it shall be competent 
to appear in such summary suit to defend and 
maintain their respective right and interests, 

LVIIJ. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners may with the consent of the said 
Governor sell and dspose of any lands or tene- 
ments vested in them by virtue of this Act, or any 
part thereof either together or in’ parcels as they 
may find most convenient and advantageous and 
the money to arise and to be produced by such 
sale shall be applied to tuch of the purposes of 
this Act or Act No. XVI. of 1847, as the said 
Commissioners shall think fit, and the purchaser 
of such lands or tenements shall not be answerable 
or accountable for any misapplica.ion or non- 
application of such purchase money; and for the 
completing and carrying any such sale into effect 
the said Commissioners may make and execute a 
conveyance of the lands and tenements sold and 
disposed of as aforesaid unto the purchaser thereof 
and such conveyance shall be under the common 
seal of the said Commissioners. 


LIX. And it is enacted, that in every con- 
veyance of lands to be made by the said Com- 
missioners under this Act the word “grant” shall 
Operate as express covenants by the said Com- 
missioners for themselves and their successors 
with the respective grantees therein named, and 
their Successors, Heirs, Executors, Administrators 
or Assigns, as the case may be, according to the 
quality and nature of such grants, and of the 
estate or interest therein expressed to be thereby 
conveyed as follows except as far as the game shall 
be restrained or limited by express words contain- 
ed in any such conveyance (that ia to say) A 
covenant that notwithstanding any act or default 
done by the said Commissioners, they were at the 
time of the execution of such conveyance under 
and by virtue of the provisions of this Act possess- 
ed of the lands or premises granted thereby for an 
indefeasible estate of inheritance in fee simple free 
from all encumbrances done or occasioned by them 
or otherwise for such estate or interest as therein 
expressed to be thereby granted free from encum- 
brances done or occasioned by them. 


LX. And in order to raise money for defray- 
ing the expenses incurred or to be incurred by 
the said Commissioners in carrying into effect the 
provisions of this Act or of Act No. XVI. of 1847, 
it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, and they are hereby authorized 
subject in each case to the approval of the Gover- 
nor aforesaid to be signified in writing, to borrow 
and take up at interest on the credit of the rates, 
taxes and duties authorized to be made, levied and 
received by the said Commiesioners from any per- 
gon who shall be willing to advance the same the 
sum and sums of money, necessary for defraying 
the costs, charges and expenses incurred or to be 
incurred by the said Commissioners in carrying 
into effect with the least possible delay the pro- 
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visions of this Act or of Act No. XVI of 1847, and 
for securing the repayment of such sum or suma of 
money with such interest thereon as shall be 
ugreed upon between the said Commissioners, and 
the person or persons lending or advancing the 
same, the said Commissioners may mortgage and 
assign over the said rates, taxes, tolls and duties, 
or any patt thereof to the person or persons who 
shall advance such money, or to a ‘Trustee or 
‘Trustees on his or their behalf as security for the 
money so to be borrowed, together with interest 
upon the same, and no assessment, tax, toll or 
duty over which any such mortgage shall have 
been granted shall be repealed in whole or in 
part until such mortgage shall be paid off unless 
by the consent in writing of such mortgagee. 
“LXIL. And it is enacted, that in order to dis- 
charge the principal money of any suchsum or sums 
of money ag shall be borrowed on security of the 
assessments, taxes and duties aforesaid, it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby authorized and required yearly and every 
year to deduct, appropriate and set apart, and 
apply out of the rates aforesaid such a sum of 
money as shall be in proportion to one-thirtieth 
part of the money borrowed or secured, and which 
at that time shall remain due and secured ag afore- 
said upon the sald agsessinents, taxes and duties 
as and for a Sinking Fund to be applied in paying 
off and discharging the principal monies so borrow- 
ed or secured, and from time to tine cause the 
amount of such Sinking Fund to be invested in 
the Securities of the East India Company called 
Company’s Paper, and such Company’s Paper to 
be deposited from time to time in the hands of the 
Government Agent, who is hereby empowered and 
required to increase the same by investing the 
interest payable thereon as the same shall be- 
come due and payable in the purchase of other 
fompany’s Paper, and so on fiom time to time so 
that the said Sinking Fund shall accumulate at 


compound interest until the same shall be of 


sufficient amount to pay off the said principal debts, 
or one of thein or some part of some one of them at 
which time the same shall be so apphed in paying 
off the same in manuer hereinafter mentioned. 

LXII. And it is enacted, that every mortgage 
of assessments, taxes and duties authorized to be 
made under the provisions of this Act shall be 
by deed in which the consideration shall be truly 
stated, and every such deed shall be under the 
common seal of the said Commissioners, and signed 
by three of them at the least at one of their 
annual, quarterly or special meetings atid may 
be according to the form in the Schedule [A] 
to this Act annexed, or to the lke effect, and 
the respective mortgagees shall be entitled one 
with another to their respective proportions of the 
assessments, taxes, tolls and duties comprised in 
such mortgages according to the respective suins 
which in such mortgages are mentioned to be 
advanced by such mortgagees respectively, and to 
be repaid the sums so advanced with interest 
without any preference one above another by 
reason of priority of advance, or of the date of any 
such mortgage respectively. 


LXIII. And it is enacted, that the expenses 
of every mortgage shall from time to time he 
defrayed by the said Commissioners out of the 
money raised by the same. 


LAILV. And it is enacted, that a Register of 
all the said mortgages shall be kept by the Clerk 
of the said Commissioners, and within fourteen 
days after the date of any mortgage an entry or 
memorial specifying the number and date of such 
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mortgage, and the sum secured thereby and the 
names of the parties thereto with their proper 
additions shall be made in the said Register, and 
the said Register may be perused at all reasonable 
times by any mortgagee or by any person interest- 
ed tn avy such mortgage without fee or reward. 

LXV. And it is evacted, that from time to 
time any party entitled to any such mortgage may 
transfer his right and interest therein to any 
other person, and every such transfer shall be 
by deed wherein the consideratiun shall be truly 
stated, and every such transfer may be according 
to the form in the Schedule B to this Act annexed 
or to the like effect. 

LXVI. And it is enacted, that within thirty 
days after the date of every such transfer if 
executed within the territories subject to the 
Government of the East India Company, or 
otherwise, within thirty days after the arrival 
thereof within the said territories, it shall be pro- 
duced iv the said Clerk, and thereupon the said 
Clerk shall make an entry or memorial thereof in 
the Register aforesaid in the same manner as in 
the case of an original mortgage, and for such 
entry the said Cierk may demand and receive a 
fee not exceeding ‘two Rupees, and after such 
entry every such transfer shall entitle the 
transferee, his Executors, Administrators and 
Assigns to the full benefit of the original mortgage, 
and the principal and interest secured thereby, 
and such transferee may in lke manner assign or 
transfer the same again and toties quoties, and it 
shall not be in the power of any person except 
the person to whom the said mortgage shall have 
been last transferred, his Executors, or Adminis- 
trators or Assigns to make void, release or dis-~ 
charge the original mortgage, or the monies due 
thereon or secured thereby. 

LXVII. And it is enacted, that from and 
after the payment or satisfaction of all the prin- 
cipal and interest of monies secured by any 
mortgage made under the powers of this Act all 
the estate, property, right and interest by such 
mortgage vested in the mortgagee, his Heirs, Iix- 
ecutors, Administrators or Assigns shall without 
any transfer or release, or any other act or deed 
whatsoever immediately cease and determine, 


LXVITI. And in order that no undue prefer- 
ence may be given iu paying off any mortgayes it 
is enacted, that whenever the said Commissioners 
shall be enabled to pay off one or more out of the 
number of the said mortgages, or a part of the 
money secured on any such mortgage, they shall 
decide the order in which such mortgages shall be 
paid off by lot or ballot, and shall cause a notice 
signed by their Clerk to be given to the person 
entitled to the money to be paid off pursuant to 
such lot or ballot, and such notice shall expreas 
the principal sum proposed to be paid off, and 
that the same will be paid together with the in- 
terest due thereon, at the office of the Clerk of 
the said Commissioners on a day and at an hour 
to be specified at the expiration of six months 
trom the date uf pivin’g such notice. 

LXIX. And it 18 enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners muy if they think proper fix a period 
for the repayment of the whole of the principal 
money borrowed on any one mortgage under the 
provisions of this Act with the interest thereon, 
and in such case the said Commissioners shall 
cause such period to be inserted in the mortgage 
deed, and upon the expiration of such period the 
said principal sum, together with the arrears of 
interest thereon, shall on demand be paid to the 
party entitled to receive such principal sum and 


interest, and if no other p'ace of payment he in- 
serted in such mortgage deed such principal and 
interest shall be payable at-the office of the Clerk 
of the said Commissioners. 

LXX. And itis enacted, that if no time be 
fixed in the mortgage deed for the repayment of 
the money so borrowed the party entitled to receive 
such money may at the expiration, or at any time 
after the expiration of twelve months from the 
date of such mortgage, demand payment of the 
principal sum thereby secured, with all arrears of 
Interest, upon giving six months previous notice 
for that purpose, and in the like case the said 
Commissioners may at any time pay off the money 
burrowed on giving the like notice, and every such 
notice shall be in writing or print; or partly an 
writing and partly in print, and if given by a mort- 
gagee or creditor shall be delivered to the Clerk 
aforesaid or left at his office, and if given by the 
said Commissioners shall be given either person- 
ally to such mortgagee or creditor, or left at his 
residence, or i! his present residence be not knows: 
then at his last known place of abode, or if such 
mortgagee or creditor be unknown to the said 
Commissioners, or cannot be found after diligent 
inquiry and his last place of abode be unknown 
such notice shall be given by advertisement in the 
Calcutta Government Gazette, and once in each 
of three successive weeks in two of the Calcutta 
newspapers, 

LXXIL And it is enacted, that if the said 
Commissioners shall have piven notice in terms of 
this Act of their intention to pav off any such 
mortgage then at the expiration of such notice all 
further interest shall cease to be payable on such 
mortgage unless demand of payment be made pur- 
snant to such notice, and unless on such demand 
being duly made the said Commissioners shall fail 
to pay the principal and interest then due on such 
mortgage. 

LXXU. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for any mortgagee or other person entitled 
to receive payment of the money secured by any 
such mortgage to enforce the payment of the prin- 
cipal money and interest due thereon by applying 
for the appointment of a Receiver in the manner 
hereinafter provided, but in order to authorize the 
appointment of such Receiver the amount of mo- 
ney owing to the mortgagee or mortgagees or cre- 
ditor or creditors by whom the application is made 
shall not be less than Ten Thousand Rupees. 
“LXXIM. And it is enacted, that if within six 
months after the principal money or any interest 
owing upon any such mortgage has become paya- 
ble and after demand thereof in writing the same 
be not paid the mortgageé or other creditor as 
aforesaid (without prejudice to his right to sue for 
such principal money, together with all arrears of 
interest in any competent Court or Courts of Law 
or Equity) may if his debt amount to the sum of 
Ten Thousaud Rupees alone, or, if his debt does
